PRENDERGAST SHOWS NO EMOTION. 


When Told of His Fate He Simply Stares 
at His Informant. 

The Supreme Court room in Ottawa was 
crowded when Justice Baker at 2 o'clock 
dashed the hopes of Prendergast to the ground 
by saying: 

** In relation to this motion for a writ'of su- 
persedeas in the case of Patrick Eugene Pren- 
dergast, convicted of the murder of Carter H. 
Harrison, the court has carefully examined 
the record, abstract, and briefs in full and has 
concluded to deny the application for the 
writ,” 

Prendergast betrayed no emotion when he 
was informed that the Supreme Court had de- 
cided against him. He simply stared at his 
informer and did not appear to be at all con- 
cerned by the information. 

Attorney Clarence S. Darrow was engaged 
in the trial of a case in a local court when he 
received atelegram from Attorney Gregory 
at Ottawa announcing the decision of the Su- 
preme Court. He at once took action to se- 
cure a respite. A petition was hastily type- 
written, which reads: 

To His Excellency John B. Gill, Acting Gov- 
ernor of the State of Lilinois: We hereby peti- 
tion your Excellency to grant a respite from the 
execution of sentence in the case of Patrick Eu- 
gene Prendergast, sentenced to death for the kill- 
ing of the Hon. Carter H.. Harrison. We are 
moved to make this request on account, of the 
doubt existing as to the sanity of the said Pren- 
dergast, and that a fuller investigation and con- 
sideration of his case may be had. 

Judges Sign the Document. 

This was taken uround to the various Judges 
who were sitting in the building and eight 
signatures were secured. The signers were: 
S. P. McoConnety, M. F. Turney, 

W. G. Ew1na, E. Hanecy, 
E. F. Dunne, JoHN GIBBONS, 
Tuomas G. Wixpes,' RK. W. Cxuirroxp. 

Attorney Darrow’also had a brief confer- 
ence with Judge Brentano, who sat in the trial 
of Prendergast. Today the petition will be 

presented to Acting Governor Gill. 

Judge Tuley was asked his reasons for sign- 
ing the petition. ‘*‘ At the time lI signed it,”’ 
he said, “*I was ignorant of what action the 
Supreme Court had taken. Had I known, 
however, I would have signed it just the same. 
My idea was to gain further time for the Su- 
preme Court to examine the record. Had I 
known the supersedeas was refused I would 
have signed to aid in trying to secure further 
time for preparation for the condemned man, 
knowing almost certainly: that he will: be 
hanged. As for my own opinioa, I have 
no doubt that Patrick Eugene Prender- 
gast is insane. It would not be to 
the credit of the county to hang 
Prendergast in his condition of mind. It 
would be a repetition of the spectacle wit- 
nessed at the execution of Guiteau. He stood 
on the gallows a gibbering idiot. I recalled 
about that time a man who fired a pistol at 
Queen Victoria. He was tried and found 
guilty within a very few days and sent to an 
insane asylum for life. Justice was satisfied 
and quickly.” 

Judge Hanecy’s Views. 

Judge Hanecy of; the Superior Court, who 
was also a signer, said: ‘‘ Patrick Prender- 
gast should not be executed in his present 
condition. The man is insane. I don’t be- 
lieve that this county should try to acquire 
a reputation for hanging; crazy persons. 
Whether Prendergast was insane when 
he killed Mayor Harrison is another 
thing. Ldid not follow the evidence closely. 
I read the headlines in the papers during the 
trial mostly, but I am firmly convinced the 
man isinsane now. He should be confined 
while he isin this condition. If he ever re- 
covered his sanity it would then be proper to 
carry out his execution if it had been proved 
that when he committed this murder he was 
fully in his senses. I was aware of the action 
of the Supreme Court when I signed the peti- 
tion. I trust Mr. Gill will grant its prayer 
so that the court may have time to weigh well 
the testimony.”’ 

The Rev. Fathers Dore and Muldoon called 
on Prendergast yesterday at 5 o'clock. He 
was slow to appear when told that the Rev. 
Father Muldoon was in the office and wanted 
to see him. He walked into the room with a 
sullen expression on his face. Prendergast’s 
hair was cut yesterday by*the jail barber ‘and 
he looked more as he did on the day he was 
placed in jail last October than he had for 
weeks before. His hair bristled up in a fierce 
pompadour and the mustache he has allowed 
to grow since his incareration was carefully 
curled at the ends. 

The assassin followed the Rev. Father Mul- 
doon into the little drug store room just west 
of Jailer Morris’ private office and remained 
there an hour with the priest, receiving spir- 
itual consolation. When he returned to his 
cell his face bore its habitual sullen scown. 

Telegrams Sent to Gill. 

Acting Governor Gill left Murphysboro 
for Springfield last night. All day he re- 
ceived telegrams asking him to interfere in 
the Prendergast and Higgins cases, and it is 
probable that he will do nothing today but 
listen to appeals for executive clemency. 
Attorney Gregory will present the various pe- 
titions asking for a reprieve for the slayer of 
Mayor Harrison, and Attorney Hanlon will 
plead for the life of Higgins. Down at the 
home of the Litutenant-Governor it is not 
thought likely that he will interfere. A dis- 
patch received last night by Tuk TRiBuNE says: 

‘His antipathy to cranks of the Prender- 
gast stripe is so well known that, unless the 
case is made unusually pressing, he will prob- 
ably decline to interfere.” 

In response to a telegram received last 
night from Lieut.-Gov. Giil Attorneys C. 8. 
Darrow and- R. A. Wade left for Springfield. 
Lieut.-Gov. Gill stated in the telegram that 
he would meet them at the Executive Man- 
sion at noon today and hear them further 
with reference to clemency for Prendergast. 

Unless the Governor interferes both men 
will be hanged at 11 o’clock tomorrow. In 
anticipation of the double hanging, though 
hoping to escape the disagreeable duty, Sher- 
iff Gilbert had two ropes specially made to 
hang Prendergast and Higgins. Jailer Mor- 
ris and Jail Clerk Price say there will be no 
danger of a repetition of the awful scene at- 
tending the hanging of Painter when the rope 
broke, Sheriff Gilbert has-invited all the 
Judges of the courts to be present. 

It is considered unfortunate by the attor- 
neys for the condemned men that the Su- 
preme Court should have been in session 
when the application was made. If the time 
had fallen between terms one Judge only 
had the power to grant a stay of

AGAINST THE TRUST. 


ARGUMENTS OONTINUE ON THE 
STATUS OP OHICAGO GAS, 


— 


Mr. Aldrich Finds Himself Making an Up- 
hill Fight—Says the Philadelphia Com- 
pany Is an Innocent Holder and De- 
fends the Depositing of Stock—Attor- 
ney-General Asks Questions That Re- 
main Unanswered=Col. Cooper 
“How Men Sold Stock. 


Arguments occupied the entire day in the gas 
com panies’ hearing yesterday. The Appellate 
Court-room was insufficiently supplied with 
seats to accommodate the audience. A feat- 
ure of the attendance was the number of per- 
sons connected with corporate interests and 
the stock exchanges, Lawyers identified 
with the Yerkes syndicate, with one or two 
banks, and with other local corporations 
dropped in for an hour or two. During the 
morning the keen interest with which the 
proceeding is viewed in financial circles was 
attested by the visits of persons who watch 
the markets. In the atternoon several brokers 
were on hand for an hour or more. 

The opening speeches for both sides were 
concluded and Col. Cooper, the second speaker 
for the petitioners, was well into his argument 
when adjournment was taken. The conten- 
tion of the petitioners is that the companies 
are controlling the prices of gas, as was done 
by the Chicago Gas Trust company, and that 
the trausfer of the stock to the Fidelity In- 
surance, Trust and Safe Deposit company 
was in violation of the provisions of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the quo warranto 
sued by ex-Attorney-General Hunt. The gas 
companies maintain that the stockholders had 
the right to dispose of their stock, and that a 


legitimate deposit of it 4vas made irre- 
spective of the power’ of the gas 
trust ; that there is no _ evidence 


of a combination to control the price of gas; 
that the affairs of the Chicago Gaslight and 
Coke company cannot be administered by the 
Fidelity company,.and that no public good 
can be subserved by the commencement of 
quo warranto proceedings, 


Mr. Moloney Pleases the Petitioners. 


The most attentive listener in the room was 
the Attorney-General. He, seldom removed 
his gaze from the speaker, and he asked a 
great number of questions, especially of Mr. 
Aldrich. His questions were such as to ap- 
parently please the petitioners’ attorneys. 
Only one inquiry brought smiles to the faces 
of the gas company’s lawyers. In a large 
part the arguments were lawyers’ analyses of 
the law and the facts, but several clashes en- 
livened the proceedings. 

The failure of Mr. Aldrich to address him- 
self to the allegations madein the McGuire 
affidavit*brought Col. Cooper to his feet im a 
burst of fierce eloquence and protest at his 
being .deprived of an opportunity to answer 
then. The Attorney-General told the coun- 
sel he cared nothing for allegations as to mo- 
tives underlying the relators’ petition if it was 
a trust which was under consideration. 

Mr. Henry opened for the petitioners, but 
he had hardly begun when Col. Cooper inter- 
rupted and asked leave to read a letter which 
Alvah W. Ketcham had sworn was dictated to 
him by C.-K. G. Billings. The *‘Baron”’ re- 
ferred tois E. J. Jerzmanowsky. Mr. Bene- 
dict 1s a.director in the Lake Gas company. 
The letter was as follows: 

Carcaaco, Oct. 27, 1893-—-E. C. Benedict, Esq.. 
No. 29 Broad street, New York—My Dear Sir: I 
inclese.you a form of affidavit which, under the 
law passed by the Legislature last winter, must 
be signed by either an officer or director. We 
have a separate one to sign for each company. I 
have sent the Baron the one for the Chicago Gas- 
light and Coke company, and I inclose you the 
one for the Lake Gas company. The rest we will 
divide up here ian Chicago. You will please sign 
and return tome. Yours very truly, 

C. K. G. BrLuines. 

Mr. Henry began by complaining that un- 
fairness had been practiced by the gas com- 
panies in the hearing. They had filed orig- 
inally a brief denial of the points set up in the 
petition and at the last moment had supple- 
mented these by affidavits which, he insisted, 
contradicted none of the material charges, 
but merely assailed the character of men in 
the cause, He then went on to describe the 
origin of the Chicago and the People’s Gas- 
light and Coke companies, saying that the 
first idea of a trust was crystallized in an 
agreement made in 1862 between thése two 
whereby one was allotted the territory of the 
West Side for 100 years and the other the two 
remaining divisions of the city fora like period. 
In 1882 the Consumers’ Gas, Fuel and Light 
company appeared under the express condi- 
tion that it could not consolidate with any 
other gas comipany. This company reorgan- 
ized with a capital stock of $5,000,000. The 

, Equitable Gaslight and Fuel company was 
next organized, ‘*Thus,” said Mr. Henry, 
“we had four gas companies. The papers 
show there was competition between them of 
which the people had the benefit. 


How the Trust Was Organized. 


*In 1887 certain persons conceived the 
idea of purchasing the stocks of the com. 
panies. They carried out the plan and the 
Chicago Gas Trust company was organized 
by holders of stock representing $14,300.- 
000 out of a total of $14,900,000 stock of 
the companies. The trust capital stock was 
placed at $25,000,000. This trust never 
owned a tangible asset outside of the stock 
of these four companies.”’ 

The quo warranto proceedings fetched by 
ex-Attorney-General Hunt were then reviewed 
by Mr. Henry. He continued: “ The purpose 
of the monopolists being defeated they now 
seek to devise a scheme whereby they might 
evade the decision of the Supreme Court. In 
direct violation of the decree abolishing the 
trust they deposited with the Fidelity Insur- 


| ance, Trust and Safe Deposit company of 


Philadelphia all of the stocks of the four 
companies held by them. This was done by 
the Chicago Gas trust company, an organiza- 
tion condemned by iaw. It had .the disposi- 
tion of ail that stock.”’ 

After describing exhaustively the operation. 
of issuing new certificates, the character of 
therm, the method of placing the same men as 
directors in different companies, and ridicul. 
ing the presumption that in that fact alone 
was not to be found the proof of a 
continuation of the combination, the attor. 
ney went into the financial relations between 
the companies. He showed that the Consumes’ 
Economic and Suburban companies had 
either leased or sold their mains to the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company, not man- 
ufacturing their own gas but receiving it from 
the Chicago company. Furthermore, the 
companies inter-loaned money. He called 
attention to the fact that in 1887, with com. 
petition, gas was furnished at $1 per 1,000 
feet, costing the companies 60 cents, while 
now it was furnished at $1.15, costing the 
companies 35 cents, 


Illegal Declaration of Dividends. 


The negotiation of bonds and the declaring 
of dividends to stockholders by the trust was 
declared illegal. He cited the case of the 
People of New York versus the sugar trust 
and Standard oil cases and argued that the 
letter of Mr. Billings, the lending of money, 
and the allegations in Ketcham’s affidavit 
showed corporate acts committed in further. 
ance of the perpetuation of a combine or 
trust. Affidavits mentioned in Mr. Billings’ 
letter had been filed with the Secretary of 
State. He took up the affidavit of McGuire 
and charactetized him ds the “ swearing di- 
e@ warmly defended

gave way to Mr. Aldrich for the gas com- 
panies. ; 

The ex-Solicitor-General led off by deplor- 
ing the attempt to create prejudice by alleg- 
ing that his clients had refused to produce 
copies of trust agreements. The respond. 
ents had éffered to produce certified copies, 
but the offer had been rejected. He proposed 
to appeal to the judicial intelligence of the 
Attorney-General and hia assistants. Every 
material act alleged had been denied and ev. 
ery act that it was sought togive color to, as. 
a transaction of an alleged trust, was legal 
and proper. He proposed to speak of the 
charges :ontained in his clients’ affidavits and 
to demonstrate hé believed that here Was no 
trust. | 

He then went into the consideration of cor- 
porate stock and the rights of holders leading 
up to the proposition that the stocks of the 
gas companies were bought by individuals 
and not by the company. The stocks were 
deposited with the Philadelphia Trust ccm- 
pany. It passed belief that when this was 
done the holders believed they were acting 
wrongfully and that spoke volumes for the in- 
tent. He described the nortgage for $10,- 
000,000. 

Powers of a Corporation to Borrow. 

The Attorney-General interrupted : 

‘* Do you say a corporation of this kind can 

borrow money and pledge its property when 
not indebted to anybody?” 
_ * Undoubtedly,” replied Mr. Aldrich. * We 
are dealing. witha public corporation. The 
stocks pledged to secure the mortgage was to 
enable money to be obtained for the exten- 
sion of mains. The shareholders were en- 
titled to dividends.” 

Resuming in the afternoon Mr. Aldrich dis- 
cussed the. question of the mortgage upon the 
stock given to secure the issuance of the 
$10,000,000 of bonds, when Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moloney asked : 

“Was the $14,000,000 of stock put up to 
secure the issuance of only $10,000,000 
bonds?”’ | 

Mr. Aldrich seemed desirous of passing 
that question, and said that it had no bearing 
on the case in hand. He informed the Attor- 
ney-General, however, that this was the case. 
Mr. Meagher added that only $7,500,000 of 
the bonds had been actually issued. Attor- 
neys for the petitioners grinned when the 
Attorney-General remarked:  , 

‘‘Well, I don’t know. If $14,000,000 of 
stocks were put up it would be a circumstance 
tending to show a combination.”’ 

The Gas Trust company had been prevented 
by the Supreme Court from buying the stock 
already issued by the Fidelity company. The 
trust had no right to withdraw the stock al- 
ready pledged. The corporation could only 
dissolve and go out of business, Stockholders 
then had a right to demand some recognition 
of their ownership. To meet this demand 
certificates of the stock so owned were issued 
to the legitimate owners. Now they were in 
the hands of innocent holders. The Attorney- 
General interrupted again: 

Side Issues Have No Weight. 

“The intervention of the rights of innocent 
purchasers would not be such as to deter the 
State frém taking away a franchise of a cor- 
poration which has entered a trust.” 

**T concede that,’ replied Mr. Aldrich, “I 
admit the Chicago Gas Trust company had 
no right to acquire this stock, but it had ac- 
quired it. Everybody believed it had the 
right.” 

‘* After they purchase stocks and manipu- 
late them, isn’t that an obnoxious corporate 
action?’ asked Mr. Moloney. 

Mr. Afdrichdrank a glass of water and 
answered that the prohibitions of the law were 
against fixing prices by com bination.

The certificate of stock issued by 
the Fidelity company was read to show this. 
The rights of the stockholders there set forth 
were stated to be subject to the power of the 
trustee of the mortgage deed.

Mr. Aldrich then maintained that the holder 
of the certificate might vote it. Taking up 
Mr. Billings’ letter he said he ‘presumed the 
companies were divided up, as if the same 
persons swore to the affidavits it would excite 
suspicion. . 

* Divide them up! Were they joined to- 
gether?’ asked Mr. Moloney. 

‘‘ The only explanation I can make is that 
I have given,”’ responded Mr. Aldrich. 

He then argued the question of public pol- 
icy involved in a quo warranto. 

‘* Well,” said Mr. Moloney, “‘it may be in 
this way. If there is a trust the courts will 
decide it is against public policy.” 

Col, Cooper’s Protest, 

Col. Cooper set up a vehement protest, say- 
ing: ** What has stirred me inthis matter is 
that since the decision of the Supreme Court 
in 1889, py the power of money, and since 
the two acts of the Legislature of 1891 and 
1893, by the power of money, this combina- 
tion has been abie to hold up its head in this 
city, controling Common Councils, control- 
ling all the avenues of power, Here is the 
motive. Nothing else.”’ 

Col. Cooper began his argument by de- 
scribing the deposit of the stocks with the 
Philadelphia Trust company and the issue of 
the $10,000,000 of bonds. Everybody re- 
membered the how! that went up-when the-in- 
siders in the gas trust took that $10,000,000 
of first mortgage bonds and sold $7,600,000 
of them and got $7,600,000 and divided it 
among those stockholders; those stockhoid- 
ers being largely themselves. 

The Attorney-General asked: “Isn't that a 
matter of record, Colonel?’’ 

Col. Cooper replied: ‘‘Certainly. I have 

got the evidence of it in my vault. No secret 
about it. This stock was $25 a share; that 
is, the par value of it. They turned around 
and paid themselves on the stock which they 
had bought $37.50 a share, and still had 
the stock.’’ 
. The Attorney-General asked him whether 
there was anything to prevent the individual 
holders of stocks depositing them in Philadel- 
phia. Col. Cooper answered that he thought 
so. The question seemed to please the gas 
companies’ lawyers and Col. Cooper had not 
finished when the hearing adjourned until 
this morning.

The value placed by Gounod upon 
“Philemon et Baucis’? would seem clearly 
apparent because of the number of altera- 
tions to which he subjected his work. 
In the original form in which the opera was 
brought out at the grand ducal theater in 
Baden it consisted of but one act. In 1860 
it was presented at the Lyric Theater in Paris

| two distinct pictures gaining through juxta- 


position. There is in the music of 
‘**Philemon et Baucis”’ an earnestness that 
heightens the idyllic charm. There is not. 
absent from it thesatire implied in the text 
but through Gounod it becomes the satire 
which touches rather than stings. It is the 
gentleness of his personality infused into the 
score. This opera was given a first perforim- 
ance in America in this city last season, but 
the value of the work was not then allowed 
remote conception. Last evening this was, 
however, far from the case. 

As Baucis, a part for which she 
is eminently fitted, Mme, Sigrid Ar. 
noldson affordéd a charming impersonation. 
In the second act her naive flirtation with 
Jupiter was a bit of comedy thoroughly wom- 
anly in naturalness. The music of the part 
was sung by Mme. Arnoldson with finish, the 
coloratura being given with clearness and 
delicacy. M. Plancon wasan ideal Jupiter,

vantage. M. Mauguiere, who until last evén- 
ing’s performance had not been heard during 
the season, sang Philemon. M. Mauguiere 
possesses a light though clear voice, which 
he manages with discretion. His stage pres- 
ence is excellent, and the finish of his acting 
ably supplemented that of the balance of the 
cast. As Vulcan M. Castelmary presented the 
most acceptable work he has yet attained. 


Calve as Santuzza, 


The “ Cavalleria *’ seemed a_ picture of 
more intense power, following as it did upon 
this work of Gounod. Again Mlie. Calvé af- 
forded a picture, but one so opposite to the 
gay coquettes of Bizet as to contain scarcely 
a gesture to betray the same  per- 
sonality. But for all that it must be 
granted. that in Carmen Mlle, Calvé is 
more thoroughly the ideal of the part. 
The gloom of the Santuzza, unrelieved by the 
slightest possibility of display for those re- 
sources in which Mlle. Calvé is preéminent, 
shows, indeed, an opposite phase of her re- 
markable ability, but one in which she is not 
equally strong. The effect of her work is, 
nevertheless, powerful, and of undeniable 
value. She is natural. A woman of the 
people, with emotions rong as they 
are undisguised. . Her delivery of the 
music of Santuzza broken, parlando, 
choked with sobs, is of an eminence greater 
than her acting. In Carmen the combination 
of powers is so equally balanced that the one 
is forgotten in the other. The latter portion 
of the scene with Turridu and the one imme- 
diately following with Alfio, and preceding 
the’Intermezzo, are moments of great strength 
in the Santuzza of Calvé, who appeared the 
part in minutest detail of a costume which in- 
creased the effect ot her coloring. | 

Alfio was impersonated by Sig. Ancona, so 
intimately connected with the creations of 
Mascagni and Leoncavallo as to be regarded 
as closely identified with their conceptions. 
Sig. Ancona’s delivery of the dramatic music 
of the part was genuine and forceful and his 
voice proved fully equal to the task imposed, 
excepting for a vibrato. 

Good Work of the Support, 


Mile. Guercia, strikingly handsome in ap- 
pearance, proved an acceptable Lola. Sig. 
Vignas as Turridu evinced greater value as 
an actor than he has yet displayed. Vocally 
he sustained the excellent impression which 
he created upon the occasion of his first ap- 
pearance. The role of Lucia was sung by 
Mile. Bauermeister in her accustomed 
cons¢ientious manner. From the outset the 
chorus was more acceptable in the matter of 
appreciation than. it has yet been, undertak- 
ing some action, a fact none the less grateful 
because it was surprising. Sig, Bevignani 
conducted both operas with spirit.

The canstruction put 
upon the clause in the Federal Constitution 
which makes the United States Senate a per- 
petual orgarization, the court held, does fot 
apply to the clause in the New Jersey Consti- 
tution, The Chief Justice held further that 
the proposition that the minority could rule 
in the legislative body was antagonistic to the 
language and spirit of the Constitution and in 
violation of the doctrine that the will of the 
majority shall be supreme. The Constitution 
fixes a time for the annual meeting of the 
Legislature. This would be a superfluous 
provision if the Senate were an everliving 
body. The provision in question speaks of 
the two Houses. of the Legislature f bw 
clearly means the Senate as weil asthe 
Assembly. The Chief Justice next brushed 
aside the contention that the holdover Senators 
held the exclusive and absolute power to pass 
upon the credentials of the uewly elected 
Senators. This was the first time since the 
adoption of the Constitution that such a claim 
had been made. It was novel but groundless. 
The ancient and continued practice has been 
to reorganize the Senate yearly, and the con- 
tention that under color of the Constitution 
orthe law any Senator holding credentials 
coula be deprived of his seat is an utter 
fallacy. The termn of the Senate expires an- 
nually, the same as the House of 
Assembly, The court in conclusior 
held that the title of Robert 
Adrian, President of the Democratic Senate, 
was invalid ard that the title of Maurice A. 
Rogers, President of the Republican Senate, 
must be regardédias constitutional ‘and valid. 
The organization of the Republican: Senate 
was upheld in emphatic terms and all its acts 
declared legal. : 

The effect of the decision is to make all the 
bills passed by the Republican Senate and laid 
on the Governor’s desk become laws without 
the Chief Executive’s sanction or objeetion, 
the State Constitution providing that any law 
left with the Governor which is not vetoed 
within five days shall become alaw. One bill 
legisiates Barney Ford, the Superintendent, 
out of effice. Another legislates. all’ the 
Police Justices of the State out of office, and 
still a third partisan measure disposes of the 
services of Judge Thomus Noonan of Bay- 
onne, Hudson County, and hosts of others.

KILLS TWO TOLLESTON GAME KEEPERS, 


Al Looker Shoots James Conroy and Will- 
jam Cleary. 

Tortzieston, Ind., March 21.—{Special. |— 
The two watchmen of the Tolleston club 
grounds, James Conroy and Wiliiam Cleary, 
were shot and killed in a quarrel with Al 
Looker in John Hargin’s saloon at 7:45 this 
evening. Looker lives at Bradford Station, 
two miles from Tolleston, and has had some 
trouble with Conroy previous to tonight's 
tragedy because of his trespassing on the 
club grounds. Conroy and Cleary met Look- 
er in Hargin’s saloon this evening, whereupon 
Conroy attacked Looker with his fists. Look- 
er drew a revolver and fired fowr or five shots, 
killme both Conroy and his companion, 
Cleary. Looker disappeared immediately 
after the shooting, and as yet has not been 
pursued. 

Looker walked out of the saloon anc start- 
ed for his home in Bradford Station, saying 
he would not attempt to escape but would 
Conroy was 
a genial fellow and was well liked apart from 
his duties as watchman of the Tolleston club 
grounds, but would never hesitate to chastise 
any trespasser of the hunting grounds. Look- 
er had been caught on the grounds hunting 
some time before this, but had escaped Con- 
roy’s hands until tonight. 

From all appearances Contoy and Cleary 
were in Tolleston tonight for the purpose of 
findmg Looker and giving him a thrashing, 
for Conroy had brass knuckles on his right 
hand, covered bya heavy glove to conceal 
them. Both Conroy and Cleary seemed to be 
prepared for a fight. 


A late dispatch from Tolleston says: 
After the murder Looker took to the woods. 
A vigilance committee was tmmedintely-or- 
ganized and ten minutes later seventy-five 
farmers armed with shotguns, rifles, clubs, 
and hay forks began scouring the woods and 
swamp. He will be lynched if he is captured. 
Telegrams have been sent to every town with- 
in a hundred milés of Tolleston and every 
train is being watched. People are ceter- 
mined to stay on the hunt until'the murderer 
is captured.

The new registration Tuesday was much 
heavier than was anticipated and indicates 
more than usual interest in the contests. It is 
noticeable that the registration is heaviest in 
those wards where tne Aldermanic contests 
are most numerous. The First Ward as usual 
heads the list with 2,762 new voters, The 
friends of Bill Skakel and ‘Bath House” 
Coughlin were unusually active. The Repub- 
licans also got out a heavy registration in the 
easteru or. lake precincts, but| the Demo- 
crats have the advantage undoubtedly.

WILLIAM TIGERMAN FOUND GUILTY.

Jury Says He Violated the Naturalization 


Laws Last December. 

The trial of William Tigerman, charged 
with violating the naturalization laws during 
the Mayoralty campaign last December, was 
concluded yesterday in the United States 
court with a verdict of guilty. Ihe jury 
recommended him to the clemency of the 
court. Sentence was deferred by Judge Bunn 
until today. Attorney Willits on behalf of 
Tigerman made a motion for a new trial. 
The penalty for the offense with which Tiger- 
man was charged is three to five years in the 
penitentiary and a fine of $500. Pending 
sentence or a decision regarding a new trial! 
Tigerman was taken back to jail. 
His testimony was mainly a denial of the 
statements made by Jean Wintersebaidt and 
Peul Kuhn, the young men wha were taken 
to Judge Dunne’s court and made itizens 
just before the electiOn, although they had 
been in the country but afew months, Tiger- 
man said he went with Kuhn and others, but 
did not testify that they had been in the coun- 
try five years. His name is onan affidavit 
filed in support of Winterscheidt’s applica- 
tion for naturalization, but Tigerman said he 
signed it without knowing what it was,

COXEY STILL SERENE. 


HE AOOEPTS AS SINOERE HUNDREDS 
OF LETTERS OFFERING AID. 


Several Prove to Be the Work of Practical 
Jokers When Investigated=Enough Ap- 
pear to Be Genuine, However, to In- 
sure a Large Following for His Peace 
Army=An Escort of 10,000 Being Or- 
ganized to Receive the Commonweal=— 
Recruiting at Elkhart and Alliance, 


Massrixo0n, 0., March 21.—[Special. }—Mr. 
Coxey left for Pittsburg today to look after 
some private business, but will return tomor- 
row. Tonight Marshal Carl Browne delivered 
an address at New Berlin. Before going Mr. 
Coxey announced that twenty-one individuals 
had volunteered to go along and play the bass 
drum, but that only one had been accepted. 
The unvarying courtesy and good humor of 
Messrs. Coxey and Browne are as remarkable 
as any feature of the new propaganda. Coxey 
says: 

‘** We have assurance in writing that there 
will be at least 3,000 recruits in Massillon 
Sunday morning, and enlistments are re- 
ported. by every mail. I should say, con- 
servatively speaking, that we will have 10,- 
000 people here, and there will certainly be 
as many spectators. This is the great and im- 
portant fact that confronts the people of Mas- 
sillon, and it behooves them to begin the 
work of providing entertainment. They are 
not tramps that are coming, but reputable 
citizens. The hotels and eating-houses are 
not equal to the emergency. Private houses 
must be thrown open, and I hope Sunday to 
see every resident who is able tack a card on 
his front gate post stating the number of 
strangers he is capable of receiving. The op- 
portunity for Massillon isa greatone. The 
coming Sunday will live in history, and our 
people should see the shadow of the coming 
event and rise to the occasion. The Mayor 
should call a public moeting and organized 
effort should be set on foot for performing 
this work.”’ 

The tramp excitement has somewhat sub- 
sided. Especial pains have been taken to per- 
sonally interview every tramp who has made 
his appearance. Thus far not one has ad- 
mitted that he came to join the Coxey com- 
mon weal, and most of them have seemed to be 
lamentably ignorant about the enterprise. 

Important Aid from Hazleton. 

The following dispatch from Hazleton, Pa., 
teached Massillon late today and is self-ex- 
planatory. It concerns enlistments reported 


yesterday: 

Waldorf Astor Evans is no fraud. He isa grad- 
uate of an Eastern institution and has $100,000 
in the Bank of Providence.

There 
were over 1.400 men present last night when 
William Cassidy made a speech that was inflam- 
oy, f Coxey at one time lived at Danville, 
near Hazleton, and his emissaries are at work all 
through Pennsylvania. Evans is one of Mrs. 
Coxey’s friends, according to report. 

The lone Okiahoma cowboy now has two 
fellow-soldiers, who appeared this afternoon. 
They are Prof. C. B. Freeman and Richard 
Howard, colored, of Youngstown. The pro- 
fessor claims to be the louaest singer in the 
world and collectively the two are prepared to 
furnish a volume of sound equal to any 
brass band. 

One of the letters received today bore the 
signature, ‘** Turpentyne.”’ Gen. Coxey re- 
marked that he had never heard that name 
before and Marshai Brown suggested that he 
was one of those foreigners who had peculiar 
names, “ Turpentyne’’ wrote from Somer- 
field, Pa.: ‘* Success to you. Seven hundred 
swarthy sons of thunder wili join you at 
Somerfield, and don’t you forget it. Hurrah, 
we are the people.”’ J, C, Decker of Washing- 
ton, Pa., says he is a _ cartoonist, 
‘tof considerable note.””’ He is with the 
movement heart and ‘soul. John Mce- 
Donough of the “ Boston light luncheons,” 
Cleveland, writes that tons of literature will 
he distributed on the line of march. A, A. 
Matchett of the Bourbon, Ind,, Whisky Cure 
company says he is *‘credibly informed that 
the plutocrats will have a host of detectives 
join the army to create all disturbance possi- 
ble to bring reproach on your command.” 
He resumes: ‘Let the hope of the slave- 
drivers be blasted at once by spotting these 
spies and if need be throttling them before 
their vile work is done.” C. T. McKee of 
Chicago says: ‘* The authorities are getting 
worked up toa high pitch. We shall prob- 
ably have a circus before we get through.” 


Women to Join at Washington. 

A letter from the Woman’s National Indus- 
trial League of America indorses Coxey’s 
scheme, and the President of the organiza- 
tion, Charlotte Smith, says she has been dele- 
gated to head a smalilarmy of women to” Wash- 
ington, bearing the white flag of purity and 
peace, to meet the stalwart men of the West 
and unite with them in demanding of Con- 
gress *‘to take action at once to relieve the 
financial and industrial depression now exist- 
ing in these United States.’’ The letter says 
this band will represent 50,000 women who 
are on the verge of starvation, *‘ not through 
any fault of their own, but because of trusts, 
combines, contract labor, and the accursed 
sweating system fostered by both Democrats 
and Republicans. We recognize that the walk- 
ing is bad, the distance great, ang that our 
finances are low, but we hope to be in Wash- 
ington in time to join our protests with those 
of the Western army.’’ 

A letter from G. Burmeister of Jackson- 
ville, Ill., reads: **I will be with you Sunday 
with 850 men to join. Have gathered these 
men within a radiug of fifty miles. They are 
allable-bodied men and are provided with 
means for their support on the way.” ° 


Practical Jokers at Work. 


The credulity of Messrs. Coxey and Browne 
seems to be unshaken by any communication 
of whatever character. The correspondent 
tor Tuk Trisung has investigated some of 
their woe ommunications and with 
such results as to establish the correctness of 
a conservative view as to the general strength 
of the ‘‘movement.’’ Yesterday Mr, Coxey 
was informed that William H. and John L. 
Gay of Bradford, Pa., would meet the com- 
monweal at Pittsburg with 300 men, 10,000 
loaves of bread, and 200 bushels of white 
beans. These philanthropic gentlemen also 
agreed to furnish any financial assistance Mr. 
Coxey might require. In response toa re- 
quest for investigation the Bradford Hra 
wires back: ** The matter is a fake. No such 
parties at the St. James Hotel.”’ 

Another writer from Jackson, Mich., assured 
Mr, Coxey that he had contracted with the 
Lake Shore road for the transportation of 219 
men to Massillon Sunday next.

Miss Pollard’s Last Words. 
The day’s proceedings began with an inquiry 
from Mr. Butterworth if Miss Pollard had the 
contract with James Rhodes. She replied 


that the contract had been given to Rhodes, 


In 1885 she gave him a note for three times 
the amount he had advanced for her school- 
ing. “I had never paid Mr. Rhodes because 


- Tnever had any money to pay anybody any- 


thing,” she said. Mrs. Dr. Mary Logan had 
not recognized her when they first met in 
Cincinnati, but had before they had parted. 
Miss Pollard was gomg on to explain about 
that meeting when Mr. Butterworth cautioned 
ner that she must not wander froin the _ sub. 
ject, protesting that he was anxious to treat 
her with perfect fairness. 

“T beg your pardon, Mr. Butterworth,” 
she replied. ‘‘ I know you treat me fairly, 
and I am very grateful. I am so fuli of things 
1 want to tell you I can’t keep them back.”’ 

Judge Bradley declared that the witness was 
not obliged to answer a question just in the 
form desired by the examiner. 

‘What was the fact about your adopting 
the name of Breckinridge?’ asked Mr. But- 


terworth. 

“When I first used the name Mr. Breckin- 
ridge and I talked it over. He said I might 
use the name and I had my card-piate made 
with itin 1889 or 1890. I am very weary 
this morning and hardly able to go on.’ 
Nevertheless the plaintiff continued to be 
mistrese of the situation, for when she had 
been asked about the trunk she had at Dr. 
Street’s in Cincinnati during her first confine- 
ment and Mr. Butterworth read from his 
manuscript she insisted that he should give 
his undivided attention before she would con- 
tinue. Great stress had been laid by the de- 
fense upon the description of this trunk, 
which seems to be important to their case. 

Instead of giving his undivided attention Mr. 
Butterworth said: ‘* That’s all, Miss Pol- 
lard,” to the surprise of the court. The plain- 
tif in black and Sister Ellis disappeared 
through the side door, her attorneys remark- 
ing that they had no use for her.

Fell Into Her Hands. 


According to his best recollection the inter- 
view between himself, Mrs. Blackburn, and 
Miss Pollard occurred April 3 or 4. She 
held over him the happiness of his family. 
Ina moment of weakness, in order to give 
this woman a chance to begin life for herself, 
he permitted her to assume a relation which 
never did exist and could not have been tol- 
erated by him. 

Col. Shelby declared that Miss Pollard had 
told the result of her first confinement and 
that she never intimated to him that she had 
achilid by him. Referring to the cvents in 
New York following Col. Breckinridge’s mar- 
riage Mr. Shelby said that when 
Col. Breckinridge entered the room at noon 
May 1 she attempted to shoot him. He had 
threatened to have. her arrested, ringing for a 
bellboy, but on her entrance had told her to 
place the revolver against his door, close her 
door, and he svould have the boy take the re- 
volver. He took the revolver after he heard 
her lay it down, and inthe interview which 
followed she had nade all sorts of protesta- 
tions and promises to leave him. 

The next day they left the Hoffman House 
Mrs, Blackburn arrived in New York, sent for 
him for consultation about a lawsuit she was 
interested in, and incidentally Mrs. Blackburn 
asked an explanation of the presence of him- 
self and Miss Pollard in New York, to. which 
he replied that he could not give an explana- 
tion then. 

The circumstances of Miss Pollard’s visit to 
the Jefferson place house, where Col. Breck- 
inridge’s wife was with him, were explained. 
Mr. and Mrs Breckinridge were leaving the 
room because she wasin her wrapper when 
Miss Pollard told him that she wanted to see 
him on important business. They went out 
together. Miss Pollard again threatened his 
life on the street. The visit to Maj. Moore 
followed. Col. Breckinridge, said the attor- 
ney, was then about to reveal all the circum- 
stances of their connection, but she again dis- 
suaded him. Again at the house on Lafayette 
square Miss Pollard attempted to shoot him, 

but was foiled, and, strange though it may 
seem, even then Col, Breckinridge had been 
again induced, under her renewed promises 
to goto New York, to visit .Mrs. Blackburn 
and Maj. Moore with her. 


Counsel Called to Order for Arguing. 


Because the day after that interview Miss 
Pollard did do as she had agreed and did go 
to New York Col. Breckinridge began to carry 
out his agreement to do what he could for 
her; had written her letters imploriag her not 
to do what would make it impossible for 
him to do what was best for her. To further 
force him she had given an announcement of 
the alleged engagement to the papers, had 
written him that he must renew his promise 
in a letter to which he had, of course, paid no 
attention, and then follawed his public mar- 
riage to Mrs. Wing in Jaly. 

In such a case the chatacter of the plaintiff 
was necessarily an issue! When Miss Pollard 
met Col, Breckinridge she was a matured 
woman at least 2l-years of age. She had de- 
nied the fact of a mock marriage with Alec 
Julian, had explained the nature of her rela- 
tions with Mr. Rosell, pir affidavits from 
these men would be read with evidence that 
before ghe met Col. Breckinridge’ she had 
been seen at a questionable house. The ** Wes- 
sie ’’ Brown letter showed that she had been 
in some sort of relations with Rosell and 
others. 

At this point in the staternent the objection 
was offered by Mr. Wilson and sustained by 
the court that the statement was drifting into 
an argument. 

Col. Shelby, resuming, said that the motive 
of the plaintiff in bringing the suit |must be 
considered : that, as stated by the plaintiff, it 
had not been for money nor to vindicate her 
own character, which was necessarily de- 
stroyed by the suit, but for revenge and to de- 
stroy the power of the defendant. Again Mr. 
Wilson renewed his objection, that the attor- 
ney was not only attempting to state the law, 
instead of facts, but was stating the law in- 
correctly. The opening, statement closed 
soon afterward. 

Attorney Stoll read the deposition of Sister 
Agnes Regina Brown. The deposition had 
been taken at the Norwood Convent Asylum,

: Did Not Know Miss Pollard. 

Deponent did not know Madeline Pollarti 
but had for the first time seen her in Decem- 
ber, 1892. in the library. next to the office, 
with Messrs. Carlisle and Johnson, her attor- 
neys, when Miss Pollard had asked if the sis- 
ter knew her, but the sister did nota Miss 
Poliard had said that she went under the 
name of Louise Wilson, but when the sister 
had said that no Louise Wilson had been 
there, but that a girl named Burgoyne had 
had a child there at that time, Miss Pollard 
had repjied: **O, that was the name that I 
went by. There were so many of them I cid 
not remem ber.”’ 

Miss Pollard had remembered the death 
of a girl while she was there, but had 
forgotten the death of a. sister who 
died in a room near by. Miss Poll- 
ard had spoken of giving the voiuines of 
Washington Irving to the convent; the sister 
had said she thought the books were given by 
a girl who had been there and who thought 
she had not compensated them sufficiently 
for her board. They found them in the li- 
brary. Miss Pollard remembered having left 
a Christmas card from a map named Davis 
in one of the books, whichshe found. From 
the questions propounded by the attorneys 
for the defendant at that time it seemed that 
they had tried to throw suspicion upon Attor- 
ney Carlisle of having slipped the card into 
the book. The sister had said that the card 
had not the appearance of having been in a 
book nine years, but lonked as though it had 
been rolled up. Miss Pollard had said when 
the sister suggested compromise that Mr. 
Breckinridge had no money and that she was 
suing him to disgrace him. 

The sister denied that Mrs. Dr. Street had 
ever called there to see a patient. 

Told Her She Was a Bad Girl. 


Sister Agnes had said to Miss Pollard: 
‘‘ What a bad girl you bave been to go witha 
man who had a wife,’’ to which Miss Pollard 
had replied: ‘‘I have been a bad girl buta 
better woman.”’ 

As the sister remembered Miss Burgoyne, 

she had been shorter than Miss Pollard and 
lighter. Miss Burgoyne was from an Ohio 
town and had been attended by Dr. De Cour- 
cey. 
The cross-examination of this sister was 
read by Mr. Carlisle, the sister saying that 
the writing on the card looked like fresh 
writing, as though it had been written about 
four weeks before. There had been an aver- 
age number of 100 girls a year in the asy- 
lum, most of whom under assumed names. 
Court then adjourned. 


Breckinridge’s Church in Kentucky. 

LextnGTon, Ky.. March 21.—The members of 
the‘First Presbyterian Church here are indignant 
over the report that Col. Breckinridge is an offi- 
cer of that church. Col.\ Breckinridge was a 
member of the Mount Horeb Presbyterian Church 
in this county, which was founded by his father, 
Robert J. Breckinridge, but his membership was 
never taken from that church on his father's ac- 
count. 


Miss Pollard May Write a Book.

CHILDREN ARE HURT. 


JUMP FROM THE WINDOWS OF A 
BURNING SOHOOL BUILDING. 


Exciting Scenes and Narrow Escapes at a 
Seuth Evanston VFiree—Pupils, Panic 
Stricken, Refuse to Go Oat Throuch 
the Dense Smoke<—Fly to the Windows 
and Drop—Several Are HurteOne Child 
Rescued While Lying Unconscious on 
the Fioor by a Fireman. 


The Lincoln School Building in South 
Evanston, located on Evanston avenue, two 
blocks west of the depot, was destroyed by 
fire at 10:30 a. m. yesterday, causing many 
exciting scenes, the lives of the 500 pupils 
and teachers in attendance being put in jeop- 
ardy and several sustaining slight injuries. 
The casualties were as follows: 

ANDERSON, CARRIM. aged 8 yeara, No. 834 Wes- 
ley aveuue, face and hands burned. 

BRADLEY, Percy, aged 14 years. No, 309 Benson 
avenue, bruised by jumping from third-story 
window. 

Grecory, Leg, aged 13 years, Calvary, bruised 
by jump from third-story window. 

HvuxTaBue, Lucy, aged 15 years, No. 300 Wesley 
avenue, nearly suffocated with smoke. 

JOHNSON, JENNIE, aged 12 years, No. 832 Rail- 
road avenue, unconscious from inhaling 
smoke, face and hands badly burned. 

JOHNSON, FRANK, fireman, hand cut by broken 
giass. 

Moore, Amy, aged 12 
burned, 

SEEGERT, ELLA, aged 12 years, bruised; rendered 
hysterical by jumping from third story window. 

SIMMONS, Noe, aged 13 years, No. 347 Benson 
avenue south, head and shoulders bruised by 
jumping from third story. ,

There was, however, ieee uneasiness, and 
reports were spread of ofe or more pupils 
who were burning to death on theupper floor. 
Up the ladders went the firemen, and amid 
the flame and smoke they explored the school- 
room, Marshal Samuel: Harrison leading 
them. They were about to conclu:le that the 
search was vain, when Marshal Harrison 
found Jennie Johnson lying insensible on the 
floor. laid her on his shoulder, and brought 
her safely to the ground. 

As to the buildings the firemen were power. 
less to arrest the flames, and might just as 
well not have turned a stream onthem. The 
fire simply burned until it burned out. There 
was nothing left but the bare walls of the old 
building, the walls of the new part having 
fallen in like cardboards. The crowd labored 
to save what they could, and™everything of 
any value was removed from the new build- 
ing, but the contents of the old building were 
destroyed. The total loss is estimated at 
$30,000, on which there insurance for

Many Rumors of Escapes, 


The fire gave rise to a swarm of.sensational 
and heartrendering reports, all of which, how- 
ever, wore happily exploded within a few 
hours. For some time it was generally be- 
lieved that one or more of the girls had per- 
ished in the fames. More harmless stories 
related to a boy who descended from the 
third story by a tin conductor, and of 
another, of a scientific turn of mind, whwu 
turned an umbrella into a parachute and 
landed without a jar. In some quarters there 
were loud complaints against the pov- 
erty and inefficiency of the local fire depart- 
ment, and prophesies were boldly made that 
the fire would lead to the annexation of Evans- 
ton to Chicago. 

The cause of the fire was very little specu- 
lated on, for the reason that no one could ad- 
vance a probable theory.

The old building had a fuil basement, two 
stories. and an attic. The entrance was at the 
center of the first regular story, and the com- 
munication between the floors was by stair- 
cases running right and left from the center 
in a vestibule which ran across the front of 
the building.

The fire started under the staircase leading 

from the basement to the first story, and 
spread almost instantly up all the staircases 
to all the school-rooms and to the roof, from 
which it spread to the roof of the new build- 
ing. 
ten minutes after it started there was no hope 
of arresting it. This construction also ren- 
dered the fire perilous in the extreme to the 
scholars and teachers. 
. On the first floor Miss Jennie Foster taught 
the first grade in the west room and Miss 
Ruth Longman the advanced first in the east 
room. Ona the second floor Miss Sarah Berry 
taught the third grade in the west room; Miss 
Carrie Benedict tiie second grade in the east 
room. The teachers in the new department 
were Misses Mary E. Wells, Lillian Morrison, 
Mamie G. Brants, Lila Halsey, and Jennie 
Adair, and Harry Graham. The principal of 
the school, F. W. Nichols, was absent at the 
time of the fire at the Normal School. 

It was just 10:30 a. m, and the pupils of 
Miss Foster and Miss Longman were on their 
feet and in line to march to the playground 
when the fire was discovered. Miss Foster 
threw open the door as usual for this pur- 
pose and was greeted with a cloud of smoke. 
Rushing tothe head of the basement steps 
she discovered that the basement was in 
flames. Back she dashed to her room, hur- 
ried her pupils out, and breaking into Miss 
Longman’s room gave the alarm. The pupils 
on this floor all marched out of the front dvor 
unharmed. 

But it was in the second story that the 
greatest danger and the panic occurred. Miss 
Foster had hardly emptied the first floor when 
she ran to the second floor, scorching her face 
as she went, and gave the alarm to the rooms 
of Miss Berry and Miss Benedict. The 
pupils of Miss Benedict, with no 
access to the new building, were passed 
as rapidly as possible through the burning 
vestibule into Miss Benedict’s room. ‘hen 
Miss Berry and Miss Foster endeavored to 
take them through the back door into the new 
building. They were also aided by Janitor 
Maule. But they themselves escaped with 
difficulty, Miss Berry being badly scorched 
about the face and neck; and with the chil- 
dren it was worse. 

Panic-Stricken Children at Windows. 


It seems probable that all of the persons 
caught there completely lost their heads. 
The result was that a dozen or more pupils 
were entrapped in Miss Benedict’s room, 
with no hope of escape except through the east 
windows, and there was a panic in a second. 
These scenes were enacted on the east side of 
the old building where it forms its junction 
with the new ouilding. In spite of all that the 
teachers and the janitor could do the children, 
frightened by the smoke and excitement, re- 
fused to leave Miss Benedict's room, or rushed 
back to it after they had left it and clung to 
the open third-story windows. All entreaties 
were insufficient to draw them away from the 
place of danger. So that when the grown 
persons had fled for their lives they were ap- 
palled to see the stone sills of the third story 
windows lined with children, waiting for de- 
liverance. 

The fire department of Evanston, consist- 
ing of a single engine, had not yet arrived, 
and it was hours before the engine sum- 
moned from Ravenswood came. A crowd 
of people quickly collected under the 
spot where tne helpless children appeared, 
and after such mature reflection as the 
peril admitted counseled them to jump, 
‘Twenty stalwart men stood underneath ready 
to catch them as they fell. The children were 
wonderfully nervy under the circumstances, 
and when the black smoke rolledin volumes 
over their heads it did not take them long to 
determine whatto do, and several of them 
jumped. : 
The first to take the ‘risk was Newell Sim- 
mons, who broke through the strong arms 
extended to catch him. struck the ground, and 
was picked up almost senseless, but not much 
hurt. Then in quick succession. Percy Brad- 
ley, Ella Seegert, and Lucy Huxtable 
jumped. They were protected as well as pos- 
sible, those who caught them sharing in the 
injury. Samuel Mack was struck in the chest 
by one of them eg they fell and received a

What the “ Seigniorage ” Really Is. 

Now that the question of coining the seignior- 
age is agitating the country the following defini- 
tion of the word as given in the Century Diction- 
ary is of interest: 

** Seigniorage, something claimed by the sover- 
eign or by asuperior as a prerogative; specific- 
aliy, an ancient royalty or prerogative of the 
crown, whereby it claimed a percentage upon 
bullion brought to the mint to be coined or to be 
exchanged for coin; the difference between the 
cost of amass of bullion and the face value of 
the pieces coined from it.” 

The dictionary fol'ows the definition with the 
following quotation from John Stuart Mill: 

“If government, however, throws the expense 
of coinaga, as is reasonable, upon the holders 
by making a charge to cover the expense (which 
is done by giving back rather less in coin than is 
received in buliion, and is called ‘levying a 
seigniorage ’), the coin will rise to the extent of 
the seignivrage above the value of the bullion.”

GUARANTEE LOAN IN BUSINESS AGAIN. 


Sends Out Cireylars While Its Manager’s 
Case Is Being Tried. 

In the Appellate Court today the case of 
the United States Government against G. M. 
MacDonald, President and genera! manager of 
the Guarantee investment company, will 
come up fora hearing: The court will be 
asked to decide whether or not MacDonald 
should pay a fine of $1,000 and go to jail for 
eleven months, as decided in Judge Gross- 
cup’s court when the court sentenced the 
defendant Dec. 1, 1893, for violation of the 
United States postal laws. A supersedeas was 
granted and the case is to come up today. 
Despite the fact that the case is still pending 
Mr. MacDonald’s company has made 
arrangements to resume business. 
A circilar under date of March 12 announ- 
cing the removal of the offices of the company 
to No. 215 Dearborn street is being sent to 
the Chicago bondholders and prospective cus- 
tiodhera. tsays: ‘We desire all Chicago 
bondholders to bring in their bonds, with the 
last receipt, on or before March 20 to be reis- 
sued. The installments for December, Janu- 
ary, and February have been canceled, so 
any that have paid for these months will 
please bring their receipts with the bonds, 
when new receipts for future installments, be- 

inning with March, will be issued instead.”’ 

Vith the circular are’ two others. Oneisa 
bulletin dated St. Louis, Mo., March 10, and 
givesa number of bonds which have been 
cailed in. The second is a closely printed 
circular also issued in St. Louis dated March 
8. It tells the customers that the company 
has passed through “a fiery ordeal of trouble, 
It says 
further that the company has changed its 
plans and has discarded the *‘ multiple” sys- 
tem of maturing bonds. The bonds hereafter 
will be paid in numerical order. United 
States Attorney Milchrist was shown the cir- 
culars. He said he was too busy to study them 
closely, but did not know if the company had 
been sending its matter through the mails. 
‘‘Tf MacDonald uses the multiple plan,’’ he 
said, *‘ it is a violation of the law.’’ Inspector 
Stuart declared he knew nothing of the Guar- 
antee Investment company’s business at pres- 
ent. 


EXPRESS CLERK GURNEY ACQUITTED. 


Testimony. of Experts on Thumb-End Im- 
prints Fails to Convince the Jury. 

New Ortzans, La., March 21.—[Special. |— 
A memorable trial came to an end in this city 
today when the jury in the case of the State 
vs. Asa G. Gurney, charged with embezzling 
$22,500 ‘from the American Express com: 
pany, brought in a verdict of not guilty. The 
case was the first in Louisiana where the sys- 
tem of thumb-end imprints for the detection 
of criminals was utilized. Mr. A. Car- 
valho, an expert on finger prints, was 
brought here from- New York to testify. 
Gurney was clerk in charge of the money 
department of the express company here last 
November when a package supposed to con- 
tain $50,000 for the Whitney bank arrived. 
Next morning when he turned it over only 
$27,500 was found. He claimed the package 
had been tampered with on the way from St. 
Louis and was broken when he received it.

-All Goes Smoothly. 


But there was nothing to mar the pleasure 
of today Stripsavethe fact that it started 
out a rainy, disagreeable morning, and plow- 
ing around in Maryland clay is anything but 
an enjoyable pastime.

Many a) spectator stood 
not on his dignity, but retreated and held his 
Nngers in his ears while the gunner, from the 
neighboring shelter of :a pomb-proof, pulled 
the lanyard of the gun and sent the metal 
roaring into the innermost recesses of the op- 
posite hillside. The initial, velocity of the 
first sheli was 1,720 feet per second. 

The wonderful extension ramrod was then 
brought into use; to sponge the gun, and a 
second charge was inserted, this time of 482 
pounds of powder. The testing instruments 
indicated an initial velocity of 1,975 feet per 
second. Interested observers of the test were 
the naval attachés of the Embassies of Great 
Britain, France, Germany} and Italy, and the 
Russian and Japanese legations. After twb 
shots from a four-inch rifle with smokeless 
powder, the projectile from which was 
dropped far up in the chaane! of the Potomac, 
the tests were over for the day. 

There is no definite information obtainable 
as to the exact cost of this piece of ordnance, 
but it is estimated to cost nearly $200,000. 
As it would be loaded in action it would cost 
$600 or more every time this monster gun is 
discharged.

THEY EXPECT A VETO. 


NEW-YORKERS THINK SEIGNIORAGE 
WILL BE DISAPPROVED. 


Wall Street and Certain Silverites Are 
Fain to Believe the President Will Re- 
ject the BilleNo Political Capital Can 
Be Gained by Democrats Should It Be 
SignedeHarris Secures the Juliet Post- 
officeeHatch Defines Options in His 
Trade-Curbing Measure. 


Wasuineton, D. C., March 21.—[Special.] — 
Wall street is certain the President will veto the 
seigniorage bill. Democratic leaders are cer- 
tain that he will sign it, and between these 
two certainties there was calm at the 
White House today. While the delegation 
from the New York Chawber of Commerce 
staid away, in pursuance of the curt hint 
contained in Private Secretary Thurber’s 
telegram, the doors of the White House swung 
open to the Congressmen in Washington. 
Most of the Texas members got in to see the 
President, ae did a number of others from the 
South and Southwest. It should be said that 
while the President listened very patiently to 
their arguments in favor of his signing the 
bill he said nothing which justifies them in 
claiming that he intends to sign it. Surface in- 
dications continue to favor the theory ofa veto. 
The politica! considerations on which the bill 
depend; for signature have now been pretty 
well weighed. They amount simply toa be- 
lief of leading Democrats in Congress that if 
the measure is signed some seats will be 
saved to them in the Southwest. When the 
income tax was pressed on the House the plea 
was made that its adoption would end the 
Populist party. Now the same thing is heard 
in regard to seigniorage. The truth is that 
nothing is going to save the Democrats this 
fall,and the President is probably shrewd 
enough to know that it makes little difference 
to the party whether it be in the minority a 
few votes nore or less as long as it is in the 
minority in the next Congress. As between a 
little party politics of doubtful expediency and 
the certainty of a blow at the public credit 
which threatens another era of disaster, it 
seems probable that Mr. Cleveland wil! in the 
end veto the seigniorage bill. Messrs. Tracey, 
Dunphy, and other anti-silver Congressmen 
say they believe the bill will be vetoed. The 
President has until the 3Uth to decide what 
he shall do with the bill.

More than half of the Presidential postot- 
fices have been filled by nominations sent to 
the Senate since the .incoming of the present 
administration.

It is shown that the num- 
ber of these appointanents by the last admin- 
istration from March 4, 1889, to March 12, 
1890, was 1,698. There were thirty-two 
Presidential appointments made March 13, 
1890, The number made by this administra- 
tion between March 4, 1893, and March 13, 
1894, was 1,720. The total number of 
Presidential postoffices in operation March 
12 last was 3,424. Figures of appointments 
of fourth-class Postmasters for the former 
Cleveland Administration and the Harrison 
Administration are given on the basis of six- 
teen months, as official statements as com- 
piled cover the fiscal year, and the period 
from March 4to July 1 of the first year of 
each administration. For the twelve months 
of the present administration the number of 
changes in fourth-class Postmasters was 22,- 
012. Thé changes for the sixteen months 
ending June 30, 1886, aggregated 20,881. 
For the first sixteen months of the Harrison 
Administration the number was 24,645. and 
the monthly average of appointments of both 
Presidential and fourth-class Postmeasters

OPTION BILL NEARLY COMPLETED. 

Flour Not Included in Articles to Which 
Future Contracts Apply. 

Wasuineton, D. C.,“March 21.—Chairman 
Hatch of the House Committge on Agricult- 
ure had hoped to have the consideration of 
the anti-option bill completed by the com- 
mittee today. Many of the members, how- 
ever, were Very anxious to witness the test of 
the 13-inch gun at Indian Head, so the com- 
mittee adjourned from yesterday until Thurs- 
day. Buta few sections, two of which relate 
to the internal revenue stamps to be affixed to 
contracts, remain uncompleted. These were 
passed over informally when the bill was un- 
der consideration. . 

To meet the criticisms that have been made 
that the buyer as well as the seller is not in- 
cluded in the terms of the bill the committee 
has recast the first section-so as to provide 
substantially as follows: 

The word “options” shall be understood to 
mean any contract Whereby a party thereto, or 
any party for whom or in whose behalf such con- 
tract is made acquires the right or privilege, but 
isnot thereby obligated, to sell and deliver to 
another at a future time or within a designated 
month or any other period; or any contract 
whereby as vendeea party thereto or any person as 
vendee for whom or in whose behalf such contract 
is made acquires the rightor privilege of demand- 
ing and receiving from another at a stipulated 
price, at a future time, or within a designated 
month or other period, but is not thereby obii- 
gated to receive and pay for any of the following 
articles—viz.:q@aw or unmanufactured cotton, 
hops, wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, pork, lard, 
and bacon. 

Seg, 2 of the original bill relating to futures 
was odified so as to conform with the firat 
section in the matter of time of selling and 
delivering, and flour was stricken from the 
list of articles to which the future contracts 
ure to apply. 


ASKING A GIFT FROM CONGRESS. 


Chicago University Would Like to Secure 
the Columbian Naval Observatory. 

The report that Prof. T. J. J. See of the 
astronomical! department of the University of 
Chicago was.in Washington for the purpose 
of urging upon Congress the passage of a res- 
olution granting to the university the observ. 
atory building, which was a part of the naval 
exhibit at the World’s Fair, was a complete 
surprise to university officials yesterday morn. 
ing. 

Dr. Harper in an interview last night said: 
‘* know nothing about the report whatever, 
except that the suggestion was made some 
time ago that the obsefvatory building would 
make a valuable gift to the university. As tu 
any present movement I am uninformed.”’ 

Seeretary T. W. Goodspeed of the Board of 
Trustees said: ‘This is news tome.

the matter and knowthat it has not been | 


brought up for consideration before any of 
the responsible bodies of the university.” 

It is known, however, that Prof. See is in 
Washington and that the dome and transit 
room of the observatory could be used to ad- 
vantage in the new University of Chicago 
observatory at Lake Geneva, Wis., the 
foundation of which is now being laid, 
Should the Naval Observatory become the 
property of the university it will come purely 
as a gift and will be secured entirely through 
personal efforts of Prof. See. 


NOTES FROM THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 
Covert Attacks on Leading Army Officers 
Owing to Proposed Changes. 

WasuHiIneton, D. C., March 21.—({ Special. }— 
A veiled attack is made on Gens. Schofield and 
Miles because of the provision in the army ap- 
propriation bill which allows the senior Major- 
General to have the brevet of Lieutenant-Gener- 
al; the pay and allowance of the grade go with 
the brevet rank. Some of the members who 
have always fougnt the proposition to revive the 
grade of Lieutenant-General announce their pur- 
pose of antagonizing the Military committee's 
present plan. There is also claimed to be oppo- 
sition within the army itself, whi.c the ar Do- 
partment is said to be lukewarm, If the propo- 
sition goes through it will allow the Major-Gen- 
eral next in line to enjoy the honor of wearing 
brevet rank before the privilege shall again 
cease for a time. The argument that the ex- 
pense will be lighter in having one Major-Gener- 
al and one Lieutenant-Generai will be advanced. 

Petition of Chinese Merchants. 

The Chinese merchants of New York have sent 
a petition to the Chinese Minister asking him to 
take action in regard to certain unnecessary cer- 
tificates wnich are being imposed upon.China- 
men who leave this country and desire to return. 
They claim that the New York Cousul ts @ party 
to the matter, and that he has asked the Consul 
at Cuba to refuse passports to any Chinamen 
who had not the New York Consular signature, 
which signature, with a passport duly signed, 
costs $80, 

New Pension Measure. 

The House Committee on Invalid Pensions is 
devoting some attention to a bill which makes it 
unlawful for any person willfully to communi- 
cate or cause to be communicated to United 
States oflicials performing duties connected with 
pensions any faise statement with intent thereby 
to defeat or suspend the granting or payment of 
pensions to any pensiover or applicant. The bill 
was introduced by Chairman Martin. 

Short Session of the Senate. 

Mr. Harris, the President pro tem., occunvied the 
chair in the Senate this morning and that body 
promptly settled down to routine business. 
Among the bills passed was one granting a right 
of way to the Jamestown and Northern railway 
through the Devil’s Lake Indian reservation in 
North Dakota. After an executive session the 
Senate adjourned until tomorrow.

STILL COMPLAIN OF THE WAGES CUT. 
Chicago and Kastern Illinois Employes Say 
the Keduction Exceeds 10 Per Cent. 
Terre Haute, Ind., March 21.—[Special. ] 
—J.N. Miller, Chairman of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois and Chicago and Indiana 
Coal road, says the new schedule of wages for 
engineers and firemen announced to take ef- 
fect provides for more than a 10 per cent re- 
duction, regardiess of the new rule covering 
overtime. The present schedule is for éngi- 
neers on through-freight trains $4.25 for 100 
miles, ‘local freight $4.50, and passenger 
$3.50. Firemen received 55 per cent of the 
above amounts, In the new schedule engineers 
on the through freights are to receive $3.75, 
local freight $4, ana passenger $3.40. Fire- 
inen $2.10, $2.25, and $1.90 respectively. 
The new rule as to overtime reads as follows: 
‘* No overtime or excess mileage for passen- 
ger service, (vertime will be ‘allowed in the 
freight service only .after an average of ten 
hours after each hundred miles service has 

been performed.”’ 

Younastown, O., March 21.—The conven- 
tion of the deiegates representing members of 
the Amalgamated Association of the Sixth 
District did not adjourn until nearly daylight 
this ‘morning.

NEW CENTRAL POOL. 


TRUNK LINES WILL ENTER INTO AN 


IRONOLAD AGREEMENT. 


Penalty of $10,000 to Be Collected for Vi- 
olations of the Passenger Clause=To 
Cancel Existing Contracts—N orth west- 
ern Prevents the Readjustment of Mis- 
sourl River Coast RateseSinta Fe Re- 
fuses to Restore Kansas City Tariff— 
Muscatine Rate Is (ff. 

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—The 
big pools of the Central Traffic and Trunk 
Line Associations, which were thought to be 
hanging fire, have really been making rapid 
progress towards completion, and the details 
will be ready to be announced in a short time. 
The most important advances over previous 
agreements of these two associations consist 
in the big penalty of $10,000 for violations 
and the device for abolishing unlawful coun- 
tracts which certain of the companies have 
made for passenger traffic with outside agents. 

This penalty will apply to passenger busi- 
ness, but it is understood that there will be 
one of something like the same amount for 
violations of the freight pool agreements. It 
was authorized by resolution of the President 
of the Trunk Line Association and managers 
of the Central Traffic Association. An itn. 
portant part of the resolutions was a stipula- 
tion that the penalty contract should be put 
in such shape that it can be enforced at law, 
and for this purpose the Commissioners were 
instructed to consult counsel. This is the 
tirst time in the history of the twoassoziations 
that anything like an ironclad agreement has 
been entered imto. 

The resolution with reference to commis- 
sions provides that all outstanding contracts 
shall be annulled and the loss or penalty sus- 
tuined by the’several lines shall be inet by the 
differential railroads equally. |The supposi- 
tion is that none of the stronger lines have 
made any contracts. But one exception is 
made, If these contracts are publicly sur- 
rendered by the Commissioners then all of 
the railroads in the associations are to stand 
the losses. 

It is charged that certain of the companies 
have made contracts covering the entire year 
of 1894. The Chicago and Grand Trunk, 
Wabash, and Nickel-Plate are among the 
companies that were charged with making 
these unlawful arrangements, but of course 
they denied it strenuously. 

The power to divert traffic and regulate di- 
visions of passenger business that had been 
allowed the Central Traftic Commissioner un- 
til March 15 was extended indefinitely, and 
the same authority was given to the Trunk 
Line Commissioner on west-bound business. 
It is provided in the resolutions of the chief 
executives that if any of the roads withdraw 
from the associations their share of the treffic, 
as awarded by the Commissioners, shall be 
taken away from them. 


NORTHWESTERN PREVENTS IT. 


Settlement of Coast Rates Blocked Because 
Missouri River Tariff Is Untouched. 

Western Passenger Association lines are 
not united as regards the proposed advance 
in passenger rates to California points. The 
Chicago and Northwestern takes a position 
which strengthens the suspicion that that 
company is quietly aiding and abetting the 
Union Pacific in its warfare against the as- 
sociation. It is quite certain that unless the 
Northwestern changes its tactics a complete 
collapse of the Western Passenger Association 
will be the result. A meeting of the General 
Passenger Agents of the association lines was 
held yesterday at which the Santa Fé was 
represented, for the purpose of agreeing to 
restore rates to California points to the-basis 
in effect prior to the commencement of hos- 
tilities between the Southern Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé. 

A motion was made that. rates be restored 
April 1 from all association territory, inciud- 
ing Chicago. The Santa Fé explained that its 
new agreement with the Southern Pacific 
contemplates only the restoration of rates be- 
tween the Missouri River and California 
points. That it was not prepared to advance 
the rates east of the Missourn River, as the 
conditions which made a reduction between 
Chicago and Missouri River points necessary 
still existed. Before it would agree to ad- 
vance rates between Chicago and Missouri 
River points the Union Pacific and other 
roads which had cut rate tickets on the mar- 
ket would have to withdraw them, and assur- 
ances would have to be given that the exces- 
sive payment of cotmnmissions and other ir- 
regularities practiced by the Union Pacific 
would be stopped. A motion was then made 
by the Rock Island which was seconded by the 
Burlington that rates be restored between the 
Missouri River and California points. All the 
roads voted for this proposition except the 
Chicago and Northwestern, which insisted 
that rates east of the Missouri River must also 
be restored. It being fuund impossible to 
reach a conclusion the meeting adjourned un- 
til this morning. 

Subsequently the Santa Fé, Rock Island, 
and Buriington sent a joint telegram to all 
the lines west of the Missouri Kiver asking 
that they agree to a restoration of rates west 
from the Llissouri River to California. 
expected that all the lines, including t 
Union Pacific, will agree to the propositiof; 
and in that event rates from the Missouri 
River west will be restered, whether the 
Northwestern agrees to itor not. Should the 
Union Pacific, however, uphold the North- 
western and refuse to restore rates unless 
rates east of the Missouri River are restored 
at the same time, the Santa Fé and Southern 
Pacifie will be able to control the situation 
and force the Union Pacific to terms. In that 
event the Southern. Pacific, it is believed, will 
insist upon fuil proportions of tariff rates 
west from Ogden and El Paso. The 
Santa Fé will then advance its 
rates to correspond with those of the 
Southern Pacific. The Union Pacific by up- 
holding the present rates would then get but 
about $3 on an emigrant ticket, Missouri 
River to Ogden, and lose 75 centson each 
first-class ticket. It is hardly probable that 
the Union Pacific will make such a sacrifice 
just to please the Northwestern, 

It is generaily admitted that no good rea- 
son exists for advancing the rate between 
Chicago and Kansas City above the $10 
basis. All the Kansas City lines agree that 
they roake more money at the $10 rate than 
they did at the $12.50 rate. To restore the 
$12.50 rate would simply help the scalpers in 
manipulating mileage and other tickets, and 
the extra $2.50 which the public would be 
compelled to pay would not benefit the rail- 
roads.

River points. These quotations, it was repre- 
sented, gave millers at.Muscatine an advant- 
age of three cents or four cents per 100 
pounds over their competitors at Mississippi 
River crossings south thereof on Southwest- 
ern Missouri River traffic. The discrepancy 
wus pointed out and claim was made that the 
Chairman should investigate the matter and 
make the requisite ruling. The objection, 
Chairman Midgley says, is to the maintenance 
of a rate of 15 cents per 100 pounds by the. 
Rock Isiand on wheat and its products, while 
the ninimum rate authorized to and from 
Mississippi River crossings south of Musca- 
tine is 19 cents. The answer nade was that 
the 15-cent rate has existed for a considera- 
bie time and that it was not apparent that any 
competitive point had suffered in consequence, 
Chuirmdn Midgley finds that inequalities do 
exist, Which as a matter of justice should be 
removed without delay. He therefore rules 
that the Rock Island tariff be canceled and 
that it be reissued so as to provide for no 
lower basis than 19 cents on wheat and its 
products and 15 cents on other grain in car 
lots between Muscatine and Southwestern 
Missouri River points to become effective not 
later than April 3. 


New Hudson River Bridge. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 21.—A measure intended 
to givethe Pennsylvania railway an entrance 
into — York City has been introduced in the 
Assem ly by Mr. Dawson of New York. It pro- 
vides for tke construction of a bridge over the 
North River at New York. The incorporators 
named in the bill are John Graham Hyatt, 
Charles H. Wosman, and George W. McWaters. 
The measure provides that one Commissioner 
shall be named by the: Governor and one by the 
Mayor cf New York City. The New York ter- 
minus of the bridge is to be between One Hun- 
dréd and Seventieth street and One Hundred and 
Kighty-tifth street.

CLEVELAND AND THE BLAND BILL. 

Since President Cleveland has refused an 
audience to a delegation from the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, which desired to talk 
not more than fifteen minutes against the 
Bland seigniorage bill, it may be of interest to 
know what they would have said if permitted 
to talk. The “ points ” in their intended plea 
were stated ina general way by Tue TRIBUNE 
of several days ago, but they are given in 
more definite form by the New York Post. 


-The position is taken that the approval of the 


bill by the President would be a violation of 
a stipulation substantially made between the 
administration, represented by Mr. Carlisle, 
and the bankers of New York City. The 
bankers had a distinct and positive assurance 
from Mr. Carlisle that if the loan asked for 
by the government was subseribed the silver 
seigniorage would not be coined, that it would 
not be necessary to coin it, but that if the 
loan should prove a failure the government 
might have to resort to that plan in order to 
meet its obligations. It was proposed by 
some of the bankers present at that meeting 
at the Subtreasury that the subscriptions to 
the bonds should be specifically made on that 
condition and that the stipulation should be 
reduced to writing, but .,John A. Stewart, who 
was the most active in securing the subscrip- 
tions of the banks and trust companies, de- 
murred to that proposition, preferring to trust 
in the administration that the pledge should 
be honored in full. 

It waa because of the faith they all had in 
Mr. Cleveland’s sound money policy and his 
hitherto unimpeachable record on-this sub- 
ject that the bankers did not organize for a 
pronounced opposition to the Bland Dill. 
They felt that they were safe in the hands of 
the President. But recently disquieting 
rumors have been heard to the effect that 
there was great danger of the President sign- 
ing the bill because of this absence of open 
public opposition toit. A desire to remove 
this misapprehension, if. it existed, dictated 
the movement for a representation at Wash- 
ington by prominent members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, merchants, and bankers. 
It was wished to prevent the formation of the 
false idea that their silence gave consent to 
the Bland bill becoming a law. 

A prominent banker, who was a party to the 
meeting at which was given the pledge re- 
ferred to, is quoted as expressing the convic- 
tion that the passage of the bill would cause 
an immediate withdrawal of gold from tne 
Treasury. The day the law went into effect 
the drain of gold would begin, and it would 
not stop until all the gold had been with- 
drawn unless more gold was obtained by the 
government by the sale of bonds, as was done 
recently, and that would be only a makeshift. 
There would be no gold paid into the Treas- 
ury, and all the gold neeced for export would 
be taken out of the Treasury till the supply 
was exhausted. He said * the banks will not 
pay out any gold for export if the Bland bill 
becomes a law. Of that there is no doubt.”’ 

The refusal by the President to give a hear- 
ing to the committee may be accepted as a 
sign that his mind is made up and that he 
has decided what to do with the Bland seign- 
iorage bill. But it does not prove that he in- 
tends to sign it or even to allow it to become 
a law witheut his signature. On the con- 
trary, it may be construed into an intimation 
that he will veto the measure, as otherwise he 
hardly would have refused the committee the 
barren compliment of being heard. So still 
there is room to hope that President Cleve- 
land understands that to sign it would be to 
adopt one of those “ alluring and temporary 
expedients”’ which he condemned in his 
latest annual message. 
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VIRTUOUS ON A SMALL SCALE. 

The Chief of Police has learned with indig- 
nation that there are  nickel-in-the-slot 
purposes, that they are to be found in nu- 
merous saloons and other popular resorts, and 
that the good people of Chicago, whose virtue 
the Chief is anxious to protect, are throwing 
away in a vain effort to get the better of these 
devices large numbers of five-cent pieces whic 
they should use for car fare, beer, and other 
five-cent necessaries of life. It is painfully 
true that there are such machines, and if it 
were not for the fact that the police never go 
into saloons their existence would have been 
discovered long ago. 

The Chief of Police, his heart palpitating 
with a virtuous horror of gambling, has given 
orders that these machines must ge. He noti- 
fied the Inspeetors. They passed the word 
along to the Captains, who informed the 
Lieutenants, who told the Sergeants, who in- 
structed the men. A house-to-house search 
for these dangerous tools of Satan which are 
sapping the morals of the community will be 
commenced at once. The Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice will make the Chief an hon- 
orary member at its next meeting, and the 
fathers who send their boys out with nickels 
to rush the growler, but get no beer because 
the boys yield to the allurements: of the 
nickel-in-the-slot demon, will rise up and call 
him blessed. 

But those who read the gospels may be re- 
minded by the Chief's order ofa passage 
reading, ** Ye blind guides, which strain at a 
gnat and swallow a camel.” Why should 
these miserable little five-cent gambling ma- 
chines be proscribed and the energies of the 
police force be put forth to shut them up 
while the large gambling houses are left un- 
touched? Itis singular to see this hatred 
for picayune gambling and this toleration of 
it when carried on on a large scale. A rou- 
lette wheelis much larger than a slot ma- 
chine. It takes in more money for the pro- 
prietor, It robs more families. Why not go 
for the wheels as well as the machines? 

There are a number of gambling houses in 
full blast in the heart of the city. They are 
crowued every night and they carry on busi- 
ness Without molestation. Their receipts are 
ylarge. The police know of the existence of 
these places. Officially they may pretend 
ignorance, but unofficially they are well in- 
formed. Of the money spent in gambling in 
this city these establishments, which have 
been written uptime and again and about 
which the Chief of Police knows a good deal 
if he reads the papers, take in 99 per cent. 
Therefore if the Chief wished to leasen the 
opportunities for indulging in this baneful 
vice he would go for the big offenders and 
not the little ones. He would-try to catch 
the big fish and not the small fry, to strike at 
the root of the tree and not merely pinch off 
a few small twigs. 

The policy of the present administration, 
commendable in many respects, has not been 
so as regards the gambling question. It has 
allowed the great gambling hells to run, ex- 
ceptfora brief period, when they can be 
closed continually if the city authorities 
choose. The people are not pleased with the 
criminal tolerance shown by the authorities 
and they will not be soothed by this display of

INFORMATION ABOUT GAS. 

The lawyers who have asked the Attorney- 
General to begin quo warranto proceed ings 
against the gas companies have laid before 
him a great deal of evidence, some of it bear- 
ing an Mabeiabail combination of these cor- 
porations and some relating to the cost of the 
manufacture of gas. There has been sub- 
mitted to him, for instance, a most elaborate 
statement taken from the books of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke company showing 
that the cost of a thousand feet of gas in the 
holder of the North Side works is a trifle over 
30 cents. Another statement, madeout with 
equal minuteness, showé that the cost of dis- 
tributing a thousand feet of gas is but 2 1-5 
cents. ‘“* Distribution ’’ covers leakage, office 
expenses, cost of taking the state of, meters, 
losses by bad debts, etc, 

The accuracy of these figures has not been 
denied by the iawyers who appear for the gas 
companies. They cannot question their cor- 
rectness, for-they are taken from the records. 
Therefore it appears that to make and dis- 
tribute gas costs the South Side company 
at this time a little less than 33 cents a 
thousand feet while it is collecting therefor 
$1.15. The gross: profit is therefore 82 
cents. Out of this profit the company pays 
the interest on its bonds, heavy dividends on 
itsinflated stock, and lays aside annually a 
big surplus. It is conducting an excessively 
profitable business. 

In the face of figures like these, the truth- 
fulness of which no. one disputes, and of the 
fact that in Cleveland, where gas cannot be 
manufactured any cheaper than here, the 
price has been lowered to 60 cents a thou- 
sand, they must be a cheeky set of men who 
will come forward and ask the Council to let 
them charge a dollar for gas for the next 
fifty years or for any number of years. They 
can make gas about as cheaply as the South 
Side company. They can deliver it so that 
the cost at the burner to them ‘will not ex- 
ceed 33 cents. Hence it is impudent for 
them to ask to be allowed to make a gross 


profit of 67 cents on every thousand feet of 


gas they may furnish, 

The voters should keep these figures in 
mind when they arechoosing Aldermen. Ifa 
candidate voted to give any set of men the 
right to make a profit of 67 cents on an 
article costing 33 cents delivered, he voted to 
rob the gas consumers of the city and ought 
to be defeated. If any candidate seems to be 
a malleable sort of a fellow who can be in- 
duced by money or by influence to vote to 
give adollar gas franchise he ought to be 
beaten. The voters know now what it costs to 
make and deliver gas. They are entitled to 
have that article at 75 centa at least, and 
they should fight the gas trust and the dollar 
gas people till they get it.

A PREDICTED BLIZZARD. 

Tue Trisunze of Tuesday last quoted cer- 
tain weather prophecies by W. T. Foster of 
St. Joseph, Mo., made public the 10th of this 
month. They were that a warm wave would 
cross the Western mountains about the 20th, 
and the great central valleys about the 22d, 
this to be followed’ by a cold wave. Of the 
latter he wrote: ‘*It will be most severe in 
the great central valleys, about the 21st or 


22d and will cause blizzards in some places.” 


No one will dispute the claim that we had the 
warm wave as nearly on time as need bave 
been expected, and the telegrams of yesterday 
from the West tell of the blizzard feature as 
in progress there Tuesday, coincidently with 
the passage of the sun through the vernal 
equinox. 

So far as reported the storm was most se- 
vere in the Black Hills region and around it 
in Wyoming, South Dakota, and Nebraska, 
extending as far southas Denver. In Wyo- 
ming it is stated to be one of the worst bliz- 
zards ever experienced in that section, and in 
Nebraska as the worst of “this winter,”’ 
meaning any time within the last six months. 


The visitation was utterly unexpected and | 


caught the people unprepared for it. The 
loss of range cattle is estimated to have been 
in some places as muchas 75 percent. If 
this be a large overstatement of the facts it 
still will justify the claim that the storm was 
one of the most disastrous ever reported in 
the Weat. 

The occurrence of the storm according to 
prediction may be no more than a coinci- 
dence, but if so iti a close one, and sufti- 
ciently so to call attention to the work of the 
prophet, and induce a watching of his predic- 
tions for the future. Heclaims to -have dis- 
covered the secret cause of weather changes, 
and yet may be proven to have done so, 
though the explanation given by him looks 
absurd by the side of the supposed principles 
of meteorological action as deduced by scien- 
tifiz men from a study of the subject. His 
talk about the ether of spave and the influ- 
ences of the sun, moon, and planets being in- 
haled by the earth through areas of high 
barometric pressure in our atmusphere, and 
an exhalation of the ether through areas of 
low barometer, seems to be little better than 
*‘arrant nonsense.”’ In fact, one would 
think if there were anything at all in his theory 
the movement should be the other way. But 
a discrepancy like that will not count if Mr. 
Foster can prove that he knows several days 
in advance what the weather is going to be, 
and that he can beat the government weather 
prophets at their own game. He should be en- 
couraged, so long as he makes a reasonable 
showing of ability, however much his notions 
of the why and wherefore may. conflict with 
the doctrines of the schools. The Weather 
Bureau at Washington may have more science 
than he, but it never yet has been able to pre- 
dict the weather several days in advance. and 
unfortunately has failed in several cases to 
give any forewarning of blizzards on the one 
hand or tornado storms on the other. 
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THE POLICE AND THE PRIZE-FIGHTERS. 

Chief of Police Brennan apparently has 
put his foot down to stay in the matter of 
prize-fighting and glove encounters. He says 
the Mayor is opposed ® them no matter who 
is behind them, that the Battery fights have 
been a continual source of annoyance to the 
police, and that there shall be no more of 
them. The time has come to calla halt. If 
Chief of Police Brennan is in earnest in this 
matter, if he really means what he says, it ig 
a cheering announcement. It is and long has 
been an outrage upon the public that every 
time two loafers or bruisers arrange to maul 
each other at Battery D numerous policemen 
and police officials should be taken away 
from their duty of protecting life and proper- 
ty and ordered to take charge of the hetero. 
geneous audiences'which attend these so-calied 
boxing matches and act as masters of the dis- 
gusting and mostly dishonest displays on the 
stage. The whole business has developed 
into a colossal public nuisance. So far as 
any brutality or serious result are concerned 
there is little danger to be apprehended, es- 
pecially so long as these matches are arranged 
as a ruie for the enrichment of the principals 


| and those who: stand in with them and for 


fleecing those who go to them. The principal 
objections to them are that they are mostly 
schemes for obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, that they attract to this city swarms of 
loafers, thugs, and blacklegs, and that they 
encourage vice and crime at the hands of 
drunken thugs and bul'ies. All decent peo- 
ple will be glad if the Chief uf Police is sin- 


cere in the position he has taken and means 
what he says. He has said the same thing so 
often, however, that people will wait until he 
acts before placing full confidence in his an- 


,nounceinent. 
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DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO SAVE PREN- 
DERGAST. 

The Supreme Court yesterday refused to 
grant a supersedeas in the case of Eugene 
Patrick Prendergast, the murderer of Mayor 
Harrison. Late last night his  attor- 
neys made application in chambers before 
Judges Woods, Jenkins, Seaman, and Bunn 
of the United States Circuit Court for 
a writ of habeas corpus, claiming that their 
client had been deprived of his constitutional 
privileges granted under Sec. 1, Art. 14 of the 
Constitution of the United States, in that he 
had not been permitted to testify in his own 
behalf, that the jury had been separated, and 
that he had been convicted on de- 
positions, thus being prevented from con- 
fronting witnesses who testified against 
him. In the opinion of his counsel this con- 
stitutes trial and conviction without due proc- 
ess of law. The Judges at midnight . took 
these claims under consideration and 
will announce their decision this morn- 
ing. That they will grant the applica- 
tion is considered exceedingly doubtful. 
In that case Prendergast’s only hope lies in 
Lieut.-Goyv. Gill. In the absence of any inter- 
ference from that source he will be hanged 
Friday. 

The doom ef the murderer Higgins has 
been settled. The Supreme Court has refused 
to grant a supersedeas in his case and to- 
morrow he will be hanged for the murder of 
Peter McCooey. It is not likely the decision 
of the court will be seriously questioned on any 
side, at least by those who believe murderers 
should pay the penalty for their crimes. The 
murder committed by Higgins was one. of 
exceptional brutality and without even the 
shadow of justification. The wretch broke 
into a house for purposes of burglary and 
when confronted by the suddenly awakened 
owner, Peter McCooey, he deliberately shot 
and killed the inoffensive old man. In mur- 
derers’ row there is not a more cold-blooded 
or brutal wretch than Higgins, and it will be 
arelief to all decent persons in this com- 
munity when it is known that he has paid the 
penalty for his crime with his worthless life 


- and will no longer be a menace to society. 


Readers of Tue Trrpune are familiar with 
the crime of Prendergast. The murder 
which he committed was a cool and deliber- 
ate one. A strong effort has been made in 
some quarters to save him from the gallows 
and secure his isolation in some insane 
asylum upon the ground that he isa man of 
unbalanced mind and ungovernable impulses. 
There was nothing in the testimony, how- 
ever, to show that he was not well aware of 
the crime that he committed and of all its 
consequences. In all the-preparations for the 
crime, in all the details of the commission of 
the murder, and in all his subsequent acts he 
showed no lack of intelligénce and mani- 
fested no emotion or sentiment at variance 
with a complete realization of what he did 
and of all the responsibility that attached to 
his foul deed. Society, therefore, will be as 
well rid of this responsible crank as it will be 
of the other responsible brute. With their 
demise three murderers will have expiated 
their crimes this year in Cook County. There 
are plenty more murderers who should re 
ceive the same treatment, and if justice is 
prompt in its work the crime of murder will 
become less common than it has been of late. 
It is a hopeful sign that the work has begun. 
The fate of Painter, Higgins, and Prender- 
gast will be a warning to others who are mur- 
derously inclined and who have given rein to 
their brutal passions under the belief that 
extreme punishment for murder was out of 
fashion. The chances are that cranks and 
murderers will be taught a useful lesson 
Friday. 


STRIKE OUT THE INCOME TAX. 

Senator McPherson of New Jersey said in 
his speech day before yesterday: 

I disagree with my colleagues as to that section 
which provides for an income tax. Ample pro- 
vision having been made for sufficient revenue, it 
is unnecessary, it is un- Democratic, it is un-Amer- 
ican, and, as | believe, it is unwise, and | shall 
move at the proper time to strike it from the bill, 

There is another excellent reason why he 
should vote against the tax. That is the grave 
doubt as to its constitutionality in its present 
form. fhe constitutionality of the law which 
was in force during the war was contested by 
Mr. Springer, and the Supreme Court decided 
against him. It held that a tax on income 
was not a “direct tax,”’ as the words are used 
in the Constitution,’but that “it came within 
the category of an excise or duty.’’ Had the 
court held that the tax was a “direct” one, 
as Mr. Springer contended, it would have been 
compelled to declare the Jaw unconstitu- 
tional. 

Mr. Springer was so confident of the sound- 
ness of his position that he attacked the law 
on this ground alone, and he consequently did 
not raise the point that it was invalid because 
of lack of uniformity. The Supreme Court 
does not trouble itself generally to go outside 
of the record, and it has never passed on the 
constitutionality of a tax which by its express 
terms exempts various persons, while others 
have to pay. If an income tax bill passes that 
question will be raised forthwith. 

The Constitution says that ‘all duties, im- 
posts, and excises shall be uniform through- 
out the United States.”’ If an income tax 
falls within “‘the category of an excise or 
duty ’* it must be uniform. But can that tax 
be said to possess the quality of uniformity 
from which all who have incomes of less than 
$4,000 a year, the equivalent of an invest- 
ment of $80,000, are exempt? According to 
the estimates furnisned by the Treasury DVe- 
partment to the Committee on’ Ways and 
Means this tax wiil affect less than a hundred 
thousand out of the millions of income-re- 
ceivers in tho United States, Is that uni- 
formity? No moreso than to exempt from 
tax all whisky made in distilleries of a limited 
capacity while the larger ones have to pay a 
tax on their product. 

The Constitution does not require ideal uni- 
formity. It does not require that a person re- 
ceiving a hundred dollars a year shall pay a 
tax, for the probabilities are that it would 
cost more than that to collect it. But there is 
no point of view from which there is a sem- 
blance of uniformity in a tax which draws the 
line of exemption at $4,000. The Supreme 
Court would have to construe the constitu- 
tional provision very broadly to,decide that 
the General Government has the right to call 
on a man-with an income of $8,000 a year 
for a contribution of- $40, while a man with 
an income of $4,000 goes scot free. Neither 
on the ground of charity nor on that of the 
uselessness of trying to collect a tax on infini- 
tesimal incomes can the exemption of $4,000 
be defended. 

It is true,as was shown by Tue Trisune the 
other day, that not all who get less than 
$4,000 a year will escape. The poor men 
who own shares in building associations will 
have to pay. So will those whose small 1n- 
comes are derived from stocks and bonds. 
But that is only further evidence of the lack 
of uniformity and Gonsequent unconstitution- 
ality of the scheme. Why should a person 
who gets a hundred dollars as interest on 
bonds have to pay a tax on that under all cir. 
cumstances, whether his income be large or 
small, while a person who gets $100 as in- 


only when his income exceeds $4,000? 

When Senator McPherson makes his speech 
on his motion to strike out the income tax 
provisions of the Wilson bill he must not fail 
to point out their unconstitutionality as well 
us their other objectionable features. 
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Tre Columbian Ambulance Association, 
which has been incuvrporated by Miss Ada C.

The object of 
the new association is to supply first-class

‘sons, the use of the ambulances being ina 


certain sense under the supervision of the 
Police Department. It is well enough known 
that with the best intentions the police have 
not been able to give skilled attention to in- 
jured persons and that the use of patrol 
wagons, however well fitted up, has more than 
once resulted in the increase rather than in 
the alleviation of suffering. 

The scheme of the Columbian Association 
will be based upon that employed so success- 
fully at the World’s Fair. of which Dr, Gen- 
tles, one of the incorporators, was superin- 
tendent. The ambulances will be thoroughly 
adapted to the work and the attendants will 
be skilléd persons, As the ambulances will be 
the property of the association and the scheme, 
though carried outin connection with the 
Police Department, will be managed by the 
association, there will be no politics in it. It 
will thus be relfeved from one curse which so 
often defeats humane projects. As the asso- 
ciation proposes to raise all its funds by 
membership fees and subscriptions it will en- 
tail no burden. upon the taxpayers. From 
every point of view, indeed, the scheme com- 
mends itself to all humane persons and it 
should meet with prompt and hearty encour- 
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SEVERAL months ago it was reported thata 
large number of *“* bogus’’ English shillings 
had been sent from Germany to Manchester, 
England, and putin circulation there. The 
counterfeits were described as containing the 
same quantity of silver as the genuine, the 
profit of the operation consisting in what 
some persons here would call the ‘ seignior- 
age.”’ Tue Tripune called attention to the 
possibility that our silver coins would be 
counterfeited on a large scale, and the news 
from Omuha shows that the fear was correct- 
ly founded, It.is open to question if the 
counterfeiting unearthed at Omaha 1s all of 
the kind that has been done since the low 
price of silver bullion opened up a strong 
temptation to the dishonest to ‘ make 
money ”’ themselves far more cheaply than it 
could be obtained from the government 
mints. This may be the only case in which 
considerable quantities of the coin have been 
made in the United States, but has any one 
the right tu feel sure that great numbers have 
not been madein Mexico and carried sur- 
reptitiously across our southern border? 
There is no guarantee that our northern 
boundary similarly has not resembled the 
palm of the gypsy in being “* crossed with sil- 
ver’’ brought into Canada frum private mints 
in Birmingham and other cities of Europe. 

Str Wriw1aM Harcovurr’s characterization 
of Lord Randolph Churchill’s attack on Lordy 
Rosebery for having delivered a speech at 
Edinburg Saturday as “‘trumpery, petty, 
and contemptible,’’ was severe but deserved. 
There is an election contest in progress in 
the part of Edinburg, Leith, where Mr. 
Munro Ferguson, recently appointed a Lord 
of the Treasury, is the Liberal candidate. 
Churchill pretended that the Edinburg 
speech of Saturday was calculated to influence 
the result at Leith and therefore was contrary 
to the unwritten law that peers should not in- 
terfere in: elections. This law is more hon- 
oredin the breach thanin the observance, 
and Churchill himself has been the beneficiary 
of the breach, for he entered Pariiament as 
the member for Woodstock, the pocket- 
borough of his father; the Duke of Marlbor- 
ough, who was a peer. Churchill must be de- 
generating rapidly when he descends to such 
cheap demogogy as he has displayed in this 
recent attack on the British Premier. 
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Next month the voters of Rhode Island will 
express their views concerning the Wilson 
bill. An election is to be held for Governor 
and other State officers and members of the 
Legisiature. The Democrats in their plat- 
formn indorse the tariff bill which has passed 
the House and is now before the Senate. The 
Republicans attack it. The two parties have 
joined issue on the Wilson bill, and within 
two weeks it will be known what the manu- 
facturing State of Rhode Island thinks on the 
subject, and whether the voters are ready to 
indorse legislation the anticipatory effect of 
the passage of which has been to cut down 
their wages and lessen their employment. In 
1892 the State gave Harrison a plurality of 
2,637. In April, 1893, on a somewhat 
sinaller vote it gave the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor a plurality of 185. This 
coming April the Republicans will make a 
clean sweep by a heavier majority than they 
have had for many years. 


Tue New York Sun neatly answers the

Messages continued to arrive from all parts 
of the world throughout the afternoon. The 
first message of sympathy received was from 
thé municipal authorities of the City of Buda 
Pesth. Premier Crispi has sent a message by 
telegraph expressing sorrow at the death of the 
exiled Hungarian and adding: ** The memory 
of Kossuth will rest eternally with the lovers 
of liberty.”

REVOLUTIONISTS WILL NOT GIVE UP. 


Their Representative at Montevideo Tells 

“ of Their Strength=<Peixoto as Dictator. 

[SPECTAL CABLE. | 

Ista Frorss, Montevideo, via Galveston, 
Tex., March 21.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.]—Capt. Manuel Que 
Zeda, formerly an aide-de-camp of Balma} 
ceda, now an agent of the revolutionary gov; 
ernment bere and special representative of 
Admiral’ Mello, was asked his opinion of the 
reported triumph of President Peixoto in Ria 
Janeiro. On behalf of the revolutionary party 
he made the following statement. 

The defeat of Saldanha da Gama by President 
Peixoto does not mean the end of the Federal 
revolution in the South. It only delays the vic- 
tory. Admiral Mello, with the Aquidaban, Re- 
publica, Iris, Meteor, Aranus. Esperanza, two 
ocean torpedo boats and six transports, can suc- 
cessfully combat any squadron which President 
Peixoto can send against them. Gen. Sar- 
fiva has ‘3,000 men in his command 
and Gen. Salgado 1,500. They are equipped 
with excellent artillery and Krupp guns. 
Abundant ammunition was brought down from 
Rio by the Aquidaban. 
Grande do Sul have been reunited, and now Gen. 
Zaores has 2,000 men and Gen. Caoda 1,800. It 
is believed that Gov. Castilioss will surrender. 
The revolutionists control the States of Parana, 
Santa Catharina, and Rio Grande doSul. A 
large army will undoubtedly soon be in operation 
in the State of Sao Panlo. 

It is true we are disappointed atthe uncondi- 
tional surrender of Saldanha in Rio, as it was 
hoped he would seize the custom-house and take 
all of the receipts there, thus supplying money to 
earry on the war. We believe President Peixoto 
induced Saldanha to withdraw the garrisons 
from Isla das Cobras and Fort! Villegaignon. We 
hope to be able to reinforce the squadron. 

Passengers arriving here on the Royal Mail 
steamer report that President Moraes will 
hardly have a majority of the votes for Presi- 
dent. No elections were held in the States of 
Parana, Santa Catharina, and Rio Grande do 
Sul. In Minas Geares Silera Martens re- 
ceived an overwhelming majority, while the 
northern States report a majority for Alfonso 
Pena. 

Peixoto will accept a dictatorship. It 
said a majority of the army is anxious to pro- 
claim him for ten years. 

A salute of twenty-one guns to the British 
flag was fired today in Rio harbor as apology 
for tHe arrest of an officer of the Sirius. The 
British Minister’sdemand for a salute. is re- 
garded with disfavor, as it was believed an 
apology would have been ample reparation. 

The correspondent in Desterro sends word 
ofan important capture of arms and am- 
munition by’Admiral Mello at Paranagua. 
A vessel flying a foreign flag, supposed to be 
that of Argentina, was overhauled and 
searched by Mello. Its cargo, which was con- 
signed to Peixoto, consisted of artillery and 
Krupp guns, thirty tons of smokeless powder, 
and 150,000 cartridges. The whole cargo 
was valued at $300,000. 

Rro De Janetro, March 21.—The Portu- 
guese warships were aHowed to leave this har- 
bor under the stipulation that Admiral da 
Gama and the insurgent officers and men who 
are with him should remain on board until 
the question of their ultimate destination had 
been settled between the two governments 
It is feared that the action of the Portuguese 
in giving shelter to the rebels will lead to 
dangerous complications. This is all the more 
likely as it appears that President Peixoto has 
obtained possession of important documents 
which show beyond a doubt that certain Eu- 
ropean vessels systematically gave aid to the 
insurgents.

SANTANDER, March 21.—Another fatal accident 
occurred here today caused by an explusion of 
dynamite. Since the awful disaster that oc- 
curred in this city Nov. 3 last, when the Spanish 
steamer Cabo Machichaco was blawn up by the 
explosion of partof the large consignment of 
dynamite aboard of ‘it, the wrecked hull of the 
vessel has been lying at the bottom of the bay. 
[It was discovered by divers that a considerable 
quantity of dynamite was still in the wreck. 
This was considered a menace to shipping and 
the authorities determined to have it removed. 
Today while a number of men were engaged in 
the work of taking out the dynamite an ex- 
plosion oecurred and several workmen were 
killed. The loss of life oceasioned by the dis- 
aster last November has never been ascertained, 
It is known, however, that the listof dead, miss- 
ing, and wounded numbered fally 1,000. 


Emperor William at Abbazzia. 

ApBAzztA, March 21.—Emperor William of 
Germany arrived here at 3:30 p. m. on board the 
German warship Moltke from Flume. Upon an- 
choring the Moltke fired an imperial salute and 
the bands on shore and on board the warship 
played the Prussian hymn. Upon landing Em- 
peror William was met by the Empress, the im- 
perial children, and by the municipal authorities 
of Abbazzia, who extended a warm welcome.

LIVELY CONTEST IN BROOKLYN OVER 
NEW RAILWAY FRANOHISES. 


Nassau Electric Company Precipitates the 
Troublé by the Announcement That It 
Will. Begin Wark on 100 Miles of Sur- 
face Roads — Receives Its Authority 
from the Old “Ring” Board of Alder- 
men « Magoun-Torrence Wedding in 

York — General New York News. 
March 21.—[Special.|—A_re- 
newal of the war over street railway fran- 
chises in Brooklyn is impending. The an- 
nouncement that the Nassau Electric Street 
railway company intends to begin construc- 
tion of the 100 miles of surface railway tor 
which franchises were granted by the old 
*“ring’’ Board of Aldermen promises a re- 
vival of litigation to prevent it from occupy- 
ing the streets. The action of fhe People’s 
railroad company in tiling’a new application 
for permission to construct the transit lines 
has brought outa flood of protests and re- 
monstrances. It may require a contest run- 
ning over many months before the qutstions 
involved are finally settled. 

Che Nassau corhpany, represented by P. H. 
Flynn, President, |is part of a powerful syndic- 
ate in which, it is said, a number of Brooklyn 
politicians are interested. The Kings County 
Electric company is also part of the same 
combination. The Nassau company claims 
to have already let the contract for building 
its lines. The Contractors are the Johnson 
Rail company of Jounstown, Pa. Representa- 
tive Tom Johnson of Cleveland owns the con- 
trolling interest in the company. The work, 
according to present report, is to cost $12,- 
000,000. Operations are to begin, if the 
company is not interrupted, at an early date. 
The Coney Island and Bensonhurst branches 
are to be constructed first, and the building of 
the other roads will follow. 

That isthe ptogram as the company has 
outlined it. It iwill not be carried out if the 
opponents of the present methods of granting 
franchises can interpose effective obstacles. 
Edvard M. Grout said today on the franchise 
question: ‘*As soon as the Nassau company 
lays a rail we shall apply foran injunction. 
Of course we cannot enjdin them from letting 
a contract, but we can ifithey begin to build. 
Our contention is that the franchises under 
which they they propose to act are invalid. 

‘*The percentage system adopted by Mayor 
Boody affords no real compensation for the 
privileges granted. The Kings County compa- 
ny applied for permission to build over certain 
routes in 1892. Then the Brooklyn City 
company came in with its offer of $250,000 
for the franchises it wanted. The Nassau 
company subsequently appeared in the field. 
After a good deal of discussion it was decided 
to tax the franchises in proportion to’ the per- 
centage of gross receipts, instead of selling 
them to the highest bidder. When that under- 
standing was reached the rivalry between the 
different companies ceased, 

‘* Now the petitions filed at the City Hall, 
on which the franchises were granted, are of 
real public |interest. They are public papers 
in every sense of the word. A week ago | em- 
ployed agents to get copies of them. With 
two or three exceptions the documents could 
not be found. Why they are missing | cannot 
say, but i think it will be well for those in 
whose custody they were placed to produce 
them. ‘They may having a bearing not only 
ou future litigation, but on possible proceed- 
ings by the grand jury.” 

The officials in the City Clerk’s office were 
greatly disturbed by Mr. Grout’s charge that 
important documents are missing. City 
Clerk Benjamin said he could not say what 
had become of the petitions and applications 
which Mr. Grout wanted to find.

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—Several 
days ago a finely dressed foreigner called on 
Samuel Oppenheimer of No. 80 Nassau street 
with a letter of introduction from a lawyer 
in Vienna who had done some business 
with Mr. Oppenheimer’s firm in this city. 
The bearer of the ietter was a Vienna re. 
tired banker, Paul Eudorf. He told Mr. Op- 
penheimer he wished to retain his services to 
aid him in finding his daughter, Frida Eudorf, 
who eloped from Vienna with Richard Arm.

Armstrong learned all about this in a casual 
manner and at once set out to court her, His 
dashing manner and the fact of his bemg a 
member of the famous Vanderbilt family of 
the new world gave him easy access to the 
affections of the banker’s daughter.

President George Gould Submits the An- 
nual Report to the Stockholders. 
New York, March 21.—[Special.]—Stock- 
holders of the Texas and Pacific railroad, 
which isa part of the Gould Southwestern 


system, held its annual meeting in this city 
today. There was no election, directors hav- 
ing been chosen last year for two years. ‘The 
annual report, which was submitted by Presi- 
dent George J. Gould, showed for the year 
ending Dec. 31 last: Gross earnings, $7,452,- 
063; operating expenses and taxes, 
#$5.421,530; net earnings, $2,030,533. 
As compared with the business of 
the previous year there wis an 
increase in total earnings of $348,442, a de-* 
crease in operating expenses of $256,679, 
and an increase in net earnings of $605,121. 
After deducting from the net earnings of last 
year $1,370.617 for interest and rentals a 
balance of $659,916 remained, of which 
$132,819 was expended for betterments, 
leaving a surplus of $527,097. ‘The latter 
figure added to the surplus income account of 
1892 shows a total surplus of $557,303. The 
general balance sheet shows a floating debt as 
follows: Vouchers, $552,793; pay-rolls, $34,- 
753: due other roads, $126,658 ; bills payable, 
$100,000; interest accrued, $218,029; un- 
adjusted Gould-Hantington centract, $17%,- 
651. Total, $1,211.084. Offsets, cash, 
$168,347; due from other roads, $959,642 ; 
land notes, $94.372; material, $213,452; 
unadjusted accounts, $48,867; total, 
$1,484,678. There are no changes in the 
bonded indebtedness or capital stock, but 
equipment obligations outstanding are $435,- 
553, against $332,900 in 1802. 


VIEWS ON INDIAN INSTRUCTION, 
Miss Howard Gives Conclusions from Her 
Experience as a Teacher. 

New York, March 21.—[Special,|—Miss 
Grace Howard, the daughter of Mr. Joseph 
Howard Jr., who has devoted several years of 
her life to teaching the Indians at the Crow 
Creek Agency in South Dakota, is now in 
New Yotk, and has been ill here for several 
weeks from the effects of overwork. Miss 
Howard was interviewed today on 
the subject of Indian instruction and 
incidentally about the reports from 
Washington regarding mismanagement in 
the Indian Bureau and crookedness in the ad- 
ministration of Indian affairs in general, She 
said she was not disappointed with her own 
work, but was more conviaced than ever that 
the Indian children were amenable to civili- 
zation if precepts were applied in the right 
way. ‘*Every hundred dollars spent now,”’ 
said Miss Howard, “‘in the right direction 
will’ be worth $1,000 at a future period. 
I regret to say that nearly everything 
the governinent does in its business relations 
with the Indians is carried on in the most hap- 
hazard and shpshod fashion, without the 
slightest regard for business rectitude or 
common decency. The Nation spends an 
enormous sum of money every year for its 
Indian supplies and for the care and support 
of these poor people, but the results obtained 
appear to be decidedly meager.”’ 


SAYS HE SAW MAGEE SHOOT. 
Alleged Eys Witness of the Murder of 
Miss Fuller. 

New York, March 21.—[Special.]—Several 
new and important facts in relation to the 
Magee-Fuller tragedy were brought out in to- 
day’s investigation. A letter has been re- 
ceived by Police Captain Slevin froma man 
who claims to have been an eye 
witness of the shooting. This individ- 
ual’s name is withheld for the present, 
but it is understood he  is_ willing 
to come forward at the proper time and tell 
what he knows. In this letter the writer says 
he is a tenant of Nassau chambers, and that 
on the afternoon of the shooting he was on 
his way down-stairs when his attention was 
attracted by a dispute in:a suite of 
offices on the second floor, He went 
along the corridor to the door of Mulien’s 
reception-room, which was slightly ajar. He 
looked in, could see nothing at first, but heard 
voices of a man and a woman who, continued 
their strife. He pushed the door wider and 
peeped around its edge and saw Magee raise 
the pistol and shoot Miss Fullerin the head. He 
was scared by what he saw and got out of the 
building as quick as possible. He writes to 
Capt. Slevin that his reason for doing this was 
his fear of being made a witness and locked 
up in the House of Detention. He says he is 
willing to testify to, what he saw if he is 
assured protection. 

TUG COLLIDES WITH A FERRYBOAT, 
Panic Among the Passengers, but No One 
Is Injured, 

New Yor«, March 21.—([Special.|—A tug 
towing a float loaded with cars raninto the 
Pennsylvania railroad company’s ferryboat 
Cincinnati in a dense fog this afternoon at 5 
o’clock. The ferry was on its trip from Cort- 
land street to the New Jersey shore when the 
accident happened and it was withina few 
hundred yards of its slip on that side of the 
North River. 

It was crowded with passengers and fora 
short time there was a panic among them. 
Fortunately there were several aboard who 
did not lose their heads and they, assisted by 
the deck hands, succeeded in allaying the 
fears of the others. A man who thought the 
Cincinnati was going td sink jumped on the 
ear float and was carried on it to its destina- 
tion.

CANADIANS WANT NO INTERFERENCE. 


How They Would Like to Have Sealing 
Regulations Drawn Up. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 21.—[Special.]—In 

the House of Commons today Sir Richard 

Cartwright asked the government if they were 


ware that the United States Government had 


sent a squadron to protect and shepherd seals 
on their way from the south to the breeding 
grounds in Bering Sea and had given instruc- 
tions to the squadron to see that the regula- 
tions of the Paris tribunal were carried out. 
He suggested that the British Government 
should be consulted with a view of sending a 
small squadron to see that Canadians got fair 
play. Sir John Thompson replied that if the 
American Government had sent out a 
squadron of cruisers doubtless it was with a 
view of looking after American poachers. He 
declared that as far as Canada was concerned 
the regulations of the Paris tribunal were not 
binding until ratified by statutory enactment 
of the Imperial Parliament. The Canadian 
Government had communicated their views 
as to what legislation they believed necessary 
and he ezpected the Imperial Parliament to 
deal with the matter. The Premier said he 
did not believe the United States would inter- 
fere with Canadian sealers. The recommenda- 
tion had been made by Canada to Britain that 
trespassers should be tried in their own coun- 
trv. They had also recommended that the 
regulations should not be enforced against 
sealers who were on the fishing grounds be- 
fore they were adopted and made binding by 
legislation.

BRICKMAKERS G0 OUT 


TWO HUNDRED MEN-FROM BERNICE 
SEOURE MANY REORUITS. 


One Hundred and Fifty Workmen at Dolton 
Are Persaaded to Join the Cause and 
100 at Blue Island Quit Work=—The 
Strikers Expect to Extend Their Lines 
Today and Employers Say They Will 
Stand Firm=—One Hundred Clothing 
Workers QuiteCrane Bros. Men Strike. 


Two hundred brickmakers on strike formed 
into a body yesterday and marched from 
Bernice to Dolton. They were led by Patrick 
McCann, President of the Brickmakers’ 
Union, and when they reached Dolton they 
went at once to the brickyards of the May. 
Purington & Bonner Brick company and 
after a brief parley 150 men employed by 
this concern quit work and joined the strik- 
ers. Each one of the men who came from 
Bernice, carried a heavy bludgeon. The 
working brickmukers became alarmed and, 
quitting their work, appealed to Charles Bon- 
ner for advice. Mr. Bonner told the men 
that if they were willing to continue work the 
company would guarantee them prvtection. 
Mr. Bonner told the men, however, to get to- 
gether and decide which course they would 
choose. The men soon announced that tney 
would join the strikers. 

Reinforced by this acquisition a march was 
begun on the brick yards at Blue Island,,a few 
miles distant from Dolton. The recruits were 
first calied upon to affix their names to the 
scale of wages which it is the intention of the 
strikers to demand when they have succeeded 
in making the movement general. A few de- 
clined to take this step. 

Near Blue Island the yards of Hayt & Alsip 
are located. The strikers put in an appear- 
ance there soon after noon, and within a few 
hours the LOO men employed there decided to 
go with them. Other companies having 
plants at Blue Island whose workmen the 
strikers maintain they will enlist in the move. 
ment are the Purington-Kimball Brick 
company, 250 men; Alsip Brick company. 
100 men; Wahl Brothers, 50 men; and the 
Weckler-Prussing company, 50 men. 

A mass-meeting of brickmakers was held 
last night in the Town Hall at Blue Island. 
Five hundred men were present and at 10 
o'clock, when the meeting adjourned, nearly 
all of the Purington men had joined the union, 
together with some of the Aslip men. 

_** This is an ertfort,” said Mr. Aslip last 
night, ** on the part of the men in the town 
yards to bring the men inthe country yards 
into the union. When the strikers got through 
with the men in the Purington yards today it 
was too late for them to visit my place. I 
understand, however, that they will visit my 
yards tomorrow, With this belief I do not in- 
tend to start work. The Purington yard, 
however, I hear, will start up and wi!l not 
be surprised if there is some trouble there 
tomorrow.” 

The men from Bernice were employed by 
the Thomas Moulding company, Price & 
Robinson, and the Labahn Brick company. 
They struck teh days d4go -vithout giving their 
employers notice. They claim they are not 
receiving enough wages. 

At the office of the Purington Brick com- 
pany’s works numerous reports of the threats 
of the strikers to force their workmen as well 
as those of other brickmaking companies at 
Blue Island into submission had been re- 
ceived, but up to 5 o'clock no action had been 
taken. It is expected that the strikers will 
put in an appearance at! Blue Island this 
morning for the purpose of inducing the other 
brickmakers there—by intimidation or other- 
wise—to join them. That the men will yield 
as easily as those at Dolton is not certamm. In 
case allthe men employed at Blue Island 
proper should hold out and continue at work 
the strikers would find ita serious task“ to 
atternpt to browbeat and supplant them. 
This for the reason that the brickmakers em- 
ployed at Blue Island who have not joined the 
movement outnumber the strikers, 

The turn the. strike has taken has already 
aroused considerabie concern in building cir- 
cles. It is estimated that fully nine-tenths of 
the common brick made onthe South Side 
comes from the plants affected or threatened 
by the strikers. Should the strike: become as 
general as its promoters assert they will make 
it and the owners not yield, all classes of work 
pertaining to building ou the South Side, con- 
tractors agree, would be hampered if not ac- 
tually stopped. 

('. S. Purington and Charles Bonner of the 
May, Purington & Bonner company agreed 
yesterday that under no circumstances would 
they meet the strikers’ demands as they undet- 
stood them. The heads of other companies 
said they would: considar demands when reé- 
ceived. A majority of the works have but ré- 
cently started up. 


CLOTHINGWORKERS GO ON STRIKE 


Une Hundred Men Ask for Old Rates and 
When Refused Quit Work. 

One hundred clothingworkers are on a strike 
at Joseph Beifeid & Co.’s, .No. 253 Jackeon, 
and at Siegel Bros.’, No, 222 Market street. 
At Beifeld’s the employers saii: ** The strike 
isamong our cutters. Their spring wages 
formerly averaged $20 a week, fall wages 
$24. During the panic last fall we reduced 
spring wages to $16 and $18 and fail wages 
from $18 to $20. ‘hey worked until yester- 
day, asked a raise, we refused it, and twenty 
of them quit: We have filled their places.”’ At 
Siegel Bros.’ a member of the firm said: 
‘We reduced the wages Jan. 1 about $2a 
week. Our people were appurently contented 
until recently, when the walking delegates 
Visited us and asked advances of wages. This 
was declined. About forty cutters quit. Then 
thirty machine operators stopped work. We 
will readily fill their places.” 

Cabinetmakers Are Dissatisfied. 

There is great dissatisfaction among the cab- 
inetmakers. Their wages in some parts of the 
city have been reduced 50 per cent since last. 
fall. They are closely organized. and whether 
this dissatisfaction will develop into a strike is 
as yetuncertain. A mass-meeting of all the ten 
woodworking trades allied in the Woodworkers’ 
Council has been called for Sunday afternoon at 
Zepf's Hall, which will be addressed by Robert 
Steiner of the Arbeiter Zeitung, L. W. Rogers of 
the Railroad Times, R. Braunschweig, National 
Organizer of the cabinetmakers, and others. 

Some of Crane Bros,’ Employes Strike. 

A strike took place yesterday at Crane Bros. 
factory, Randolph and Despiaines street, be- 
cause a reduction of 15 per cent was made in 
wages. It was rumored that 400 men had quit. 
At the factory this was denied and it was said 
but thirty employées struck, The strikers have 
engaged Zepf's Hall, No. 120 West Lake street, 
for Friday, where they will hold a mass-meeting. 
They claim that more of the employés will join 
them by that time.. 


“Lift” Bridge to Be Opened Today. 

The new “ lift’’ bridge on South Halsted street, 
the only one of its kind in the world, is com- 
pleted and will be ready for use this morning. 
The bridge was yesterday inspected by a party of 
city officials and engineers from all parts of the 
country, and pronounced a great success in every 
particular. Commissioner of Public Works 
Jones and City Engineer Artingstall, who were in 
the party, were loud in their praises of the 
structure and its work. The bridge was designed 
by J. L. A. Waddell of Kansas City. ‘he 
features of the new bridge are speed in operation 
and the ease with which it is controlled. At the 
test yesterday the bridge -was raised by one en- 
gine 155 feet in forty-nine seconds. 


MeNally Denies His Guilt. 

In the Prunty murder trial yesterday Defend- 
ant McNally was positive in his denials as to his 
connection withthe murder. He also denied that 
he was outof the Martin house at 6 o'clock on 
the evening previous to the murder until after he 
was arrested, and most of the afternoon was 
spent in the cross-examination of McNally.

Recalling Prendergast’s Crime, 


Patrick Eugene Prendergast fired three 
shots from a revolver at Mayor Carter H. 
Harrison in the main hall of the Mayor’s resi- 
dence, No. 231 Ashland boulevard, at 8 
o'clock the night of Oct. 28, 1893. “Two of 
the bullets took effect, one striking the 
Mayor’s hand and the other penetrating the 
stomach. ‘Twenty minutes after the first shot 
was fired Mayor Harrison died. Pren- 
dergast went to the Desplaines Street 
Police Station and gave himself up. 
He said he did the shooting because Mayor 
Harrison had refused to appoint him Cor- 
poration Counsel, and thus afford him an op- 
portunity to execute a scheme he had for ele- 
vating railroad tracks. At 2 o’clock the 
morning of Oct. 29 Prendergast was removed 
to the East Chicago Avenue Station for safe- 
keeping. Early in the morning he was re- 
moved to the Cook County Jail. Oct. 30 the 
grand jury, which was then in session, re- 
turned a trve bill charging Prendergast with 
murder. He was taken before Judge Horton 
the same day and entered a plea of not 
guilty. Dec, 8 Prendergast was arraigned 
for trial before Judge Brentano. R. A. 
Wade, John McGoorty, John Heron, and 
Robert Essex appeared to defend him and 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Todd and A. 8S. 
Trude prosecuted. After a trial lasting three 
weeks the jury Dec. 20 returned a verdict 
finding the prisoner guilty. Four weeks ago 
Judge Brentano refused the motion for a 
new trial and sentenced Prendergast to be 
hanged March 23. 


HIGGINS NOT AT ALL SURPRISED. 


Peter McCooey’s Murderer Says That He 
Expected No Reprieve. 

If was by a telephone message from Ottawa 
that the news of the Supreme Court's refusal 
to grant a supersedeas in the case of Thomas 
Higgins reached Chicago. Attorney Hanlon,

Higgins, “So my neck will crack friday— 
I’iihang. No use to tell me the Governor 
will interfere. Gov, Altgeld is out of the 
State. So is Lieut.-Gov. Gill, I understand. 
The colored porter at the Executive Mansion 
in Springfield seems tv be _ transact- 
ing the business of the State. This is 
the first time in the history of Illi- 
nois when a supersedeas has been refused, 
my lawyer tells me. I haven’t any money or 
influential friends behind me. Father Dore 
was with me this inorning and gave me the 
consolation of the Catholic Church, of which 
I am amember. Even if by some chance I 
should get a stay of thirty days what good 
would that do?SIf I’m to be hung I am 
ready anytime. I wish they would take me 
out this very minute and crack my neck. My 
nerve is all right and I guess it will last me 
through. As to my quilt, what’s the use for 
me to talk about that now? No one would 
believe me.”’ 


Mr. Hanlon Goes to See Gill, 


Later in the day Attorney Hanlon left for 
Springfield to intercede with Acting Governor 
Gill when he puts in an appearance. Before 
he departed he called on Judge Brentano and 
asked him if he had any power to interfere 
with the execution of the law, but did not 
make any request that Judge Brentano 
should join in a_ petition for Ex- 
ecutive clemency on behalf of Hig- 
gins. Judge Brentano said he had not 

Judge Brentano and Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Rosenthal, who tried the case, had a 
short conference, after which Mr. Rosenthal 
said that he did not fee! it his duty to make 
any representations to the Governor or to 
join in any request fora respite for Higgins, 
as he considered that the latter was without 
doubt guilty. 

‘* I fully expected the Supreme Court would 
grant the supersedeas,”’ said Attorney Han- 
lon. * [think I had several points in ny 
application each of which was sufficient to 
allow the relief [asked for. I do not think 
that the law is constitutional which denies a 
person the right of appeal when his life is at 
stake. [hope to obtain a respite for him, 
Father Dore is also working for a respite for 
Higgins, and I think we shall be successful in 
our efforts,”’ 

Thomas, alias ‘ Bluff,’ Higgins was ar- 
rested early the morning of Sunday, Sept. 3, 
1893, charged with the murder of Peter 
McCooey of No. 153 Johnson street. A few 
hours previous to the arrest McCooey was 
shotin his bed by a burglar. A few days 
previous to the murder Mrs. McCooey, 
Peter's wife, drew $400 from a West Side 
bank. Itis supposed that this fact reached 
the ears of McCooey’s murderer, and the bur- 
glary was committed for the purpose 
of securing this money. The money, how- 
ever, had been placed in the bank by Mrs. 
McCooey and the burglar got nothing. At 
the Maxwell Street Station Higgins is said by 
the officers to have "made a confession. He 
also confessed before the Coroner’s jury the 
next day. Higgins repudiated these confes- 
sions. He said the officers made him drunk 
and punched his head until he signed a con- 
fession they had wyjtten. After a trial lasting 
five days Higgins was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to death Nov. 29, 1893. Jan. 10, 
1894, Judge Brentano refused a motion for a 
new trial and sentenced Higgins to be hanged 
March 23. Higgins was born in Ireland and 
came to America with his parents when he 
was 2 yearstold. He is now in his 24th 
year. Hehad only been out of the Joliet 


epenitentiary a few days when he was arrested 


for the murder of McCooey. Higgins had 
been sent to the penitentiary for one year on 
conviction of burglary. 


HOLD DISCUSSIONS AT LONG RANGE. 


Electricians, Separated by 1,000 Miles, 
Hear the Same Paper Read. 

For the first time in history a scientific 
paper was read and discussed over the long- 
distance telephone by twu bodies of mena 
thousand miles from each other. It wasa 
regular monthly meeting of the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers. The head- 
quarters‘of the Eastern branch is in New York 
and that of the Western branch in Chicago. 
The members of the Western branch met last 
evening at the Armour Institute simultane- 
oufly with the New York meeting. Before 
the latter a paper by Prof. William A, An- 
thony, late Professor of Physics at Cornell 
University, on ** The Effect of Heavy Gases 
in the Chambers of Incandescent Lamps” 
was read. After the reading of the paper the 
long-distance telephone was used to discuss 
the paper with the members in New York. 
Arrangements had been made at the Institute 
Building so that each person present was able 
to hear what was said by the New York mem- 
bers. The arrangement worked well and will 
be used at the meeting each month. Prof. 
W.N. Stine of Armour Institute read an 
original paper at the Chicago meeting on 
‘Tne Now Form of Carey-Foster Apparatus.” 
The paper called attention toa simple ana im- 
proved form of commutator which is built in 
the institute laboratory.

CHANCE FOR HIS LIFE. 


SAMUEL B. RAYMOND UNDERGOES A 
- §SURGIOAL OPERATION. 


Dr. Henrotin Removes the Appendix Ver- 
miformis, with the Assistance of Drs. 
N. and FE. J. Senn, at St. Joseph’s Hospi- 
taleThe Patient Revives Quickly from 
the Ordeale Whether He Will Recover 
or Not Cannot Be Kuown for Several 
Days=The Operating Surgeon Talks. 


Samuel B. Raymond underwent a danger- 
ous surgical operation at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital at 9 o’clock a.m. yesterday. He was 
suffering from appendicitis and the removal 
of the vermiform appendix became necessary. 

Mr. Raymond bore the operation well, and 
the conditions up to 2 o’clock this morning 
were all favorable. The operation, however, 
is an exceedingly dangerous one, and it will 
be a week or more before his physicians will 
be able to give assurances of his recovery. 

The operation is the same as that performed 
upon Lyman J. Gage in New York two years 
ago. The fact that Mr. Raymond weighs 
nearly 280 pounds made the work much more 
difficult for the surgeons than that upon Mr. 
Gage, who is not fleshy. 

Mr. Raymond was taken 111 a fortnight ago 
with what was at first believed to 
be inflammation of the bowels. Last 
Monday, however, symptoms of  ap- 
pendicitis were deveioped. A consultation of 
physicians was called and a surgical operation 
was deemed necessary to save his life. Mr. 
Raymond and his family were informed of 
this decision and they gave their consent. 
Tuesday Mr. Raymond was removed to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital. He was allowed to rest 
from the fatigue of removal until yesterday 
morning. 

Mrs. Raymond, her daughter, and two sons 
with a number of near relatives came to the 
hospital early and Mrs. Raymond and the 
children spent an hour with Mr. Raymond be- 
fore the operation. At 9 o'clock they said 
good-by. It was an affecting scene, for none 
of them was sure that it would not be a final 
parting. The family then retired to an ad- 
jacent rooin, where they remnained under the 
most imtease nervous strain for nearly an 
hour, the time required for the operation. 

When the family had retired Dr. Ferdinand 
Henrotin, No. 353 La Salle avenue, assisted 
by Dr. N. Senn and Dr, E. J. Senn, the house 
surgeon of the hospital, put the patient under 
the influence of an anesthetic, and then 
placed him on an operating table. No foreign 
substance was found in the vermiform appen- 
dix, but the tissues were so inflamed an opera- 
tion was necessary. 

When the operation had been finished Mr. 
Raymond was replaced in bed, where he soon 
recovered consciousness. His wife was. al- 
lowed to come in and remain with him for a 
few minutes, and then she and the children 
were taken home, as the attending surgeons 
said absolute quiet was necessary. All three 
of the surgeons said Mr. Raymond stood the 
operation remarkably well. 

‘*] do not think I ever had a patient who 
rallied faster from the effects of an operation 
than did Mr. Raymond,” said Dr. Henrotin. 
‘He has a strong constitution in his favor. 
It is not possible to predict the result.” 

Mr. Raymond has resided in Chicago for 
the last twenty-seven years, and ail of that 
time has taken an active interest in political 
affairs. For several years he was Chairman 
of the Republican Central committee of Cook 
County and a member of the Republican Na- 
tional committee. The only public office he 
ever held was that of Election Commissioner. 
Mr. Raymond was born in Wilbraham, Mass., 
forty-eix yearaago. At the age of 18 he came 
to Chicago, and two years later married the 
daughter of ex-Gov. John L, Beveridge. He 
has three children, two sons and a daughter.

RETAIL LIQUOR MEN ARE ORGANIZED 


The Association for Co-operative Purchases 
Ready for Incorporation. 

The recently organized Protective Liquor 
Dealers’ Association met at Schuetzen Hall, 
No. 49 La Salle street, yesterday afternoon 
to complete the organization preparatory to 
the incorporation.

ONE JOB TOO MANY. 


TANNER THE “RINGER” IS OAPT- 
URED AT EAST 8T. LOUIS, 


In the Hands of One G. Bell the Old Horse 
Is Bleached and Entered Under the 
Name of “Golden Gate "—Wins at 20 to 
80 to 1, but the Money of Uis Backers 
Is Burned=Judges Take Charge of Him 
aud He Must Be RKeplevined—Other 
Sporting Matters, 


St. Lovis, Mo., March 21.—[Special. |— 
Tanner, the Brannon Bros.’ famous ringer 
that has won more races under false names 
than any horse in the country, has at last been 
captured and is now in a stall at the East St. 
Louis race track. Heran today under false 
colors for perhaps the last time. He ap- 
peared asa chestnut gelding. Tanner was 
always known as a bay horse and the crowd 
who ran him today depended upon this fact 
to get the game through without detection. 
He ran under the name of Golden Gate, and 
opened in the betting at 20 and 30 to 1, But 
little money was. played on him 
here, the bulk . being placed in _ out- 
side pool-rooms. The horse was en- 
tered in the third race, a mile dash, for 
3-year-olds and upwards that have not won 4 
race this year, to carry 105 pounds. A boy 
named Héyt, who, it is said, has been riding 
at Roby, had the mount. Thefe were nine 
other starters, Granite being the favorite. 
When the horse was entered Judge Carter, 
following his usual practice, asked G. Bell, 
who entered him, several questions about the 
horse. Bell said he had bought him from a 
man named Brooks in Chicago and brought 
him here along with World’s Fair, but that 
neither was of much account. The horse 
was allowed to start, and, running third 
under a double wrap to the three-quarters, 
shot out like a rocket and led by two lengths 
for a hundred yards or so. Hoyt then pulled 
him up a trifle, but Granite coming on fast 
was obliged to whip to win by a nose, Judge 
Carter immediately recalled Bell and ques- 
tioned him further about the horse, but the re. 
plies were unsatisfactory. Judge Carter then 
ordered Manager Brooks to take possession 
of the horse and announced that all bets would 
stand until an investigation was made, as the 
horse was believed to be a ringer. 

The horse was viewed by Jockey Willie De 
Long, whose father sold the now famous 
horse to Brannon four years ago. As soonas 
De Long saw him he remarked, ** Why that is 
Tanner.’ A closer examination was made 
and under his mane it could be seen the horse 
was originally a bay who had been bleached. 
There were two scars on the shoulder which 
De Long recognized as the result of a blood 
poisoning she horse had suffered from while 
owned by his father. In general conforma- 
tion and nervous disposition the horse plainly 
showed his identity. French Eldritige, who 
worked for Mr. De Long while the latter 
owned Tanner, and Jack Hinkle, who was 
familiar with the animal, also identified him. 
With this evidence Judge Carter declared 
Golden Gate disqualified and Granite first, 
Mackey second, and John R. third, they hay- 
ing finished 2, 3, 4. 

This is a new decision, and is a severe pun- 
ishment on the manipulatots of the ** good 
thing,” as telegrams received from outside 
pool-rooms show the horse ‘was well piayed, 
and the schemers lose their money. Bell was 
ruled off. The association has retained the 
horse and will compel his party to replevin 
him, the object being to fini who really owns 
him and get at the parties ‘who are in the 
background in the deal.

Considerable Disappointment Over the 


Kconomy Practiced. 

New York, March 21.—The Coney Isiand 
Jockey ciub has at last made public the stake 
conditions for its summer meeting. The list 
isinthe nature of a disappointment. On 
every hand rigid economy has been practiced. 
The conditions of nearly every event have 
been changed and where no saving could be 
effected the stake has been done away with. 
The announcement is also made that in the 
event of increased taxation the amount of 
edded money will be decreased correspond- 
ingly. 

The event of the year in the handicap world 
has not suffered really as much as the other 
events. Its conditions are most favorable to 
horsemen. 

The value of the stake is not guaranteed to 
be $25,000. In order to make up this sum 
last year the Coney Island Jockey club added 
$13,900, This yearjgthe club proposes to 
give $14,000. Tho entrance fee has been re- 
duced, however, from $500 to each, half 
forfeit, or $50 if declared, to $100 each, half 
forfeit, or only $10 if declared. The entries 
close April 9. The weights will be announced 
April 16 and the declarations April 23. The 
entry list at the reduced rate will no doubt be 
heavier and the field of starters larger, but 
the caliber of the contending horses will 
scarcely be as good. A poor owner will take 
a chance at the reduced rate of entrance 
meney with a low class horse, 

There are nine other stake events in the 
program. Six of these are for 2-year-olds, 
Their guaranteed value is $2,500 each, The 
conditions are $50 each, half forfeit, or $10 
if declared before May 15. The Coney Island 
Jockey club should realize a handsome profit 
on these events if the entries are as heavy as 


_ under the new condition of affairs. The other 


three races are the Coney Island, Sheepshead 
Bay, and Long Island Handicaps. The two 
first named are guaranteed to be worth 
$2,500 each, and the Long Island will be 
worth ($3,000. This is a sort of 
twenty each,. or. three for a_ half. 
A horse can be entered in all three 
events for $50. An additional fee. of $25 will 
be charged for each race in which he starts, 
There are also steeper conditions upoa which 
a horse can be entered four days before the 
race.

Miss Dolan, whose discharge, it is alleged, 
was what caused the County Board to request 
of Dr. McGrath his resignation, testified at 
the ntion Hospital investigation yester- 
day that she was present on one occasion 
when Migs Shine took a patient by the hair 
and dragged ker to the bath-tub, when the 
latter refused to go peaceably. Miss Dolan 
at the same time was assisting in an operation 
at the patient’s. feet. When one of the Com- 
missioners questioned her as to whether 
liquor was used by attendants, the witness 
threw out hints regarding tin-pails covered 
with paper, which, she said, frequently were 
brought into the wards.. She stated further 
that it was not an uncommon thing for at- 
tendants in the lower ward to receive male 
visitors at night. 

Ex-County Physician McGrath testified sub- 
stantially to what he had said the da} previ- 
ous; this time, however, under oath. Mrs. 
Eastman, now an attendant in the institution 
at Dunning, corroborated the doctor’s evi- 
dence and added to it a great deal of her own. 
In speaking of the condition of the woman 

Vina Solomon when received at the Deten- 

tion Hospital Mrs. Eastman explained that at 
the time her dress was stiff with, blood which 
had streamed from gashes cut in her arms 
and wrists. Though under natural conditions 
the patient wouldehave been exhausted from 
loss of blood the violence of her mania was 
puch as to make it necessary for three police- 
mento hold her at the time she was brought 
tothe hospital.

No specific charges had been mado in 
regard to her condition when received at the 
institution at Kankakee. Mrs. Eastman said 
further she had known one caseof cruelty, 
which had beén promptly reported to the De- 
tention Hospital authorities—Bailiff McFad- 
den in his treatment of Vina Solomon when 
the latter was accompanied by him to Kanka- 
kee. At that time, the witness said, the bail- 
iff struck the Solomon woman in the back 
when she was too weak to walk, for which 
deed he was promptly discharged. 

Misses Lizzie Scott and Julia Shine were 
also placed on the stand and testified as here- 
tofore. 

When the last witness present had departed 
Chairman Edmanson urged an adjournment, 
to which the other Commissioners dissented, 
and it was then that Miss Dolan was sum- 
moned and appeared. Dr. McGrath wished 
to refute the charges: made by Miss Dolan and 
also to ask her some questions. Some of the 
Commissioners thought such proceedings 
irreguiar, and requested that Dr. McGrath be 
excluded. ‘Tne latter, however, asked her to 
state to the committee how many Commis-
